Sin.—Dr. Schechter has addressed you a letter upon the question of Jewish 
study. Lam not competent, and certainly bave no desire, to break a lance with 
him upon this question, but there is in his letter a passage s> singularly 
inaccurate that I may be permitted to call attention thereto, 

He says, “our history is questioned, and our morality is declared to be of 
an inferior sort, our brethren are either directly persecuted or only allowed to 
exist on sufferance everywhere except in England and Italy.’ Dr. Schechter in 
his absorbing study of the literature of the East bas entirely forgotten the 
West. May I remind him that there are actually at the present moment more 
Jews in New York than in any other city in the world, and that if the number 
of Jews in the United States does not yet attain to that of the Russian Empire, 
it is not very far inferior thereto. 

Surely it cannot be said that in such a country our brethren are “' directly 
persecuted,” and still less can it be said that in America, Jewish learning is 
disregarded and despised. It is American enterprise which is undertaking the 

Jewish Encyclopedia,” and the power, the influence and the learning of the 
Jewish Colleges in the United States are certainly quite equal to those of any 
seminary in Europe. 

Much is due to thesense and wisdom of the American people, whoree gnise 
with their practical acumen how largely Jews have aided the development of the 
industries of the United States. But still more is due to the exalted religious 
sense of tha American. Jews tliomselves, who have set an example of noble 
self-sacrifice, and elevation of thought, which it could be wished were more 
widely followed in this country. The pre-eminent virtue of American Judaism 
is its wise comprehensiveness and its disdain of petty squabbles. Whatever 
may be the future of Judaism, America will certainly be one great factor in 
the moulding thereof.

JEWISH BOYS AT THE MANCHESTER POLICE COURT. 


Sik,—I should esteem ita favour if you would permit me to call attention 
through the medium of your valuable paper to the number of Jewish boys who 
are from time to time brought before our local Police Courts, placed in the dock 
as prisoners and charved with various «uasi-criminal offences. . No doubt as 
reports of these cases rarely or ever appear in the newspapers those of our 
persuasion who take deep interest in the welfare of our juvenile waifs and 
strays are more or less kept in ignorance of a state of things so sad in its aspect 
as to constitute a great social evil in our midst and one which calls for immediate 
attention on the part of those of our faith who are charged with the duty of 
exercising surveillance over the children of our poorer brethren who unfortu- 
nately go astray. 

la the case of boys of other denominations who have taken the first steps 
on the downward course the Christian Missionaries attached to the Police Court 
and Prison Gate Mission are ptesent to intercede with the Magistrates on their 
behalf by asking mercy for first offenders, and to extend to them sympathy, 
encouragement, and practical help, with the object in all cases of rescuing 


them if possible from a career of crime, by either placing them 
in Homes, restoring them to friends, or finding employment for 
them. Iiat in the case of Jewish boys, although this benevolent 


service is rendered to them where it is possible to do so, no one representing 
our particular faith is ever present at the Courts or at the prison gate to fulfil 
and carry out the noble work performed by such Christian Missionaries. To 
these gentlemen we are, therefore, deeply indebted for their kind services, more 
especially when it is remembered how difficult it is for them to render any 
permanent help to Jewish boys, in consequence of the difference in faith. In 
the majority of cases our juvenile offenders, if not sent to prison or handed over 
to the care of the Christian Missionaries, are, as a mutter of course, sent to 
Reformatories or [Industrial Schools, 

So far as [ am able to form a judgment based partly on cases within my 
own knowledge, and partly on information obtained by me from different 
sources, | am afraid that crime amongst’ Jewish lads of the poorer class is more 
prevalent than is generally imagined, and the following récent cases throw some 
light on the nature of the offences, and show how the offenders were dealt with 
(a) A youth from Birmingham in trouble, sent to prison for a month for the 
first time. (On being released was met at the prison gate, and taken charge of 
by a Christian Missionary and |ianded over to friends who sent him back to his 
home in Birmingham. (/) A boy of tender age brought before the Magistrates 
at the Salford Court, who sent him to a Reformatory for five years. (c) A boy 
of fifteen found sleeping out being without visible means of subsistence, After 
being remanded for a week was sent to an Industrial School. (//) A boy under 
sixteen, at present on remand at the City Court, has been before the 
Magistrates on eight occasions and sent to prison three times, For the last 
two years this boy has heen under the watchful eye of the District Missionary 
who so far has saved him from becoming an unredeemable criminal, 

In view of the foregoing, and having regard to the large and ever-increasing 
Jewish population of Manchester and district, a Police Court and Prison Gate 
Mission and a Jéwish Shelter or Industrial Home are. in my opinon, absolutely 
necessary, in order that we may do for our youthful offenders the good work 
which the Christian Mission is now doing for criminals generally, irrespective 
of creed, May I, therefore, suggest that the subject is one which ought to be 
taken in hand by our Clergy here, as we have in this city amongst our several 
congregations four most able Ministers (including the new Pastor of the British 
Jews’ Synagogue) who could, I feel sure readily form a Police Court and Prison 
Gate Mission on lines similar to the existing Christian Mission which, with the 
valuable aid and assistance of the laity of our community would soon become 
self-supporting. 

In conclusion I may add that I shall be most happy to render all the 
assistance in my power for the purpose of establishing such a Police Court 
Mission which, to quote the words of Mr. Justice Denman “ is one of the best 
things which the wit of man has ever devised” and in the opinion of 
Magistrates generally constitutes a most valuable agency for the prevention 
of crime.

THE NEED OF A JEWISH INFIRMARY, 


Sirn—Ia the last issue of your journal appears the announcement made 
by Lord Rothschild at the meeting of the Council that the Industrial School 
for Jewish Boys was now an accomplished fact and the stigma which rested 
upon the community by the lagk of such an Institution had thereby become a 
thing of the past. 3 

This reference calls to my mind a need which exists amongst us and which 
in my opinion is very pressing and demands the immediate and earnest con- 
sideration of our leaders, viz., the necessity for tle establishment of a Jewiel: 
Infirmary in London, 

It is a matter of general knowledge to those who work amongst 
the very poorest of our brethren that a very large prepeewe of 
those whose health fails them and whose existence is from hand 
to mouth are in times of distress driven to the only _ portal 
which is open to them, viz. the Workhouse [ofirmary. I have not a word 
to say against these useful and usually well-governed Institutions, but what 
must be the feelings of an observant Jew or Jewess who has to seek their aid, 
where all around are of a different faith, and the occasional visit from a Jewish 
Minister is the only link to remind them of their religion and its spiritual 
support. I do not exaggerate this point, as the majority who enter such insti- 
tutions are friendless, relationless, and poverty-stricken, and in spite of the 
increased toleracce between creed and creed, there are still those whose feelings 
towards the Jew are not of the kindest, and one cannot look with equanimity 
at the prospect of those whom death calls when within those walls, dying with. 
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out the consolation of having those of their own faith to perform the last rites 
and soothe the passing spirit. ; 

The figur+s issued by the Burial Society of the United Synagogue show 
that during the past year 69 deaths have taken place in London Infirmaries, 

There is another side of the questton which also affects us, that there is no 

provision in any of our existing homes and almshouses for the aged for dealing 
with cases which demand continued medical attention and _ nursing ; 
consequently, when an inmate becomes helplessly old, diseased or childish, the 
reg alternative is removal from a Jewish institution to a Christian infirmary 
to die. 
i do not write to complain against the managers of any of the existing 
institutions ; they are all actuated by the best motives, and do their best with 
the means at their disposal, but this is a matter which the community should 
take in hand, as it is certainly a scandal that such a state of affairs should 
exist. | 
I also note in your journal that the Committee of the Home for Aged 
Jews are thinking of rebuilding the existing Homes under one roof, and in 
doing so I would venture to hope they are considering the necessity of 
including an infirmary, and were the site selected near enough to the Metropolis 
perhaps some scheme could be evolved to meet the needs of the suffering poor 
of the entire Jewish community, otherwise the Jewish Board of (iuardians 
would be best fitted to found and control such an institution. With regard to 
the necessary funds to establish it, the community is rich enough to meet the 
demand, and there are men within the fold (without turther trespassing upon 
the generosity of those whose names are the password for philanthropy) who, at 
a stroke of the pen could launch such a scheme on a sound basis, if the benefits 
wa were conferring upon their poorer brethren were only brought home to 
them. 

The cost of mainten*nce could be partially met by entering into an arrange- 
ment with the various Borough Councils or Boards of Guardians, to allow for 
each one who would otherwise be chargeable to them the expense per head they 
would have to incur, and | doubt, if the matter was fairly placed before them, 
if they would obj+ct to such a scheme. 

I trust these facts will receive attention at the hands of those best able to 
deal with them,

THE SURRENDER ©OF THE PRUSSIAN CONSTITUTION TO 
ANTLSEMITISM. 


Sir,—Ino a highly interesting article in the Specta/or the other day it was 
said—I quote from memory—that nobody could have foreseen that the Con- 
tinental press would go in for anti-Semitism. Had the author of that article 
waited a few weeks he could have written : Nobody could have foreseen that at 
the beginning of the Twentieth Century Deputies would in the German Reichs. 
tag without any proof, and it may be said against every proof, contend that 
Jews slaughter Christians for religious purposes, and that at the same time a 
Minister of State, and the Minister of Justice to boot, would openly, that is to say 
in Parliament, declare tnat he and still more the other Ministers did not appoint 
Jews in the different branches of public service because they are Jews, although 
the Prussian Constitution says that all citizens of all religious persuasions have 
the same rights, and although the law says the appointment to public offices does 
not depend upon the religious persuasion. 

It was indeed known before that Jews are not appointed officers in the 
Army, that they are debarred from public offices, that they cannot even teach in 
Public Schools such subjects as languages, mathematics, etc, but that the 
Minister of J ustice—I should say the Minister against Justice—should avowedly 
d+fend this openly, was a startling novelty. The Jewish communities of Berlin, 
Frankfort, Hanover, Kioigsberg, Stettin, and many other cities protested 
against it, and filed a petition, wherein the Prime Minister, Count von 
Biilow, is requested to have the rights guaranteed to the Jews by the Constitu- 
tion duly respected. 

The Minister of Justice indeed said that he did not break the Constitution, 
since nobody has aclaim to a State appointment. This is true, but then he 
evades the Constitution, which, in asense,is even worse. For the law-breakers 
are comparatively easily dealt with. The Minister against Justice, openly 
declaring how he and still more his colleagues evade the law, invites all people 
to do thesame. He, the Minister of Justice at least, should not wonder at, and 
rather sympathise with those who are not such fools as to violate, but are 
unscrupulous enough to evade the law. For certainly the Constitution does not 
mean what the Ministers in Prussiado. If this be no crime it is next to crime, 

‘and, what is by far worse, is te stupidity. 

It is a fact that by the folly of byegone ages the Jews were forced to embrace 
trade, usury, and the like, and thereby to amass riches. Everything was for- 
bidden to the Jews except to make money. Now that they have it—at least. a 
comparatively great number of them—the anti-Semites complain of Jewish 
wealth and its natural consequences, power, andi: fluence. The Jews cannot be 
forbidden tostudy. But they are not permitted to turn their knowledge to prac- 
tical account in public service, in Public Schools, and soon. What is the con- 
sequence? The Jews who have studied, and cannot get an appointment, must 
needs becomes barristers and solicitors, and become wealthy, what no judge, 
officer, professor, or official in Prussia under ordinary circumstances possibly can 
become. Other Jews who have studied, but are not appointed by the Govern- 
ment, become bankers, brokers, directors, manufacturers, and amass wealth. It 
is utterly impossible that a master in a Prussian Public School can save money 
to an extent worth mentioning. Neither can he, especially in our days of eman- 
cipated and sceptic youth, gain great influence. Howa Jewish teacher of 
languages or mathematics can exercise a bad influence upon pupils as Christians 
is difficult to see, But not getting any employment the Jews betake themselves 
to the journalistic profession, and it may sefely be said that the journalist can 
influence people more than the greatest professor of mathematics, or Latin or 
French, Thus the policy of the Prussian Ministers directly promotes Jewish 
wealth, Jewish power, and Jewish influence, If they desired to diminish Jewish 
wealth, power, and influence, of which there is such a general complaint, they 


could do nothing better than to adopt a policy just the contrary to that they 
are following. 

To tell the truth, Jews can get appointments in Prussia at once if they are 
baptised. Now not one among a thousand of these men is baptised from’ oy). 
viction. Whether a mag, who in a certain sense has committed perjury, who jx 
frivolous about sacred things, 1s a better judge, or teacher, or officer | doubt 
No! I do not doubt; I am, on the contrary, certain that the most Jewish Jow 
must do better service than renegades, whether they are prompted by mercenary 
or ambitious motives, or by their religious indifference. The Prussian Govery. 
ment injures the Jews; that, maybe, does not matter much. It injures tho 
public, that is worse. But the Constitution is injured too, and morality ayq 
Christianity. That is the worst.

THE * EMILY HARRIS HOME,”—AN APPEAL, 


Sin,—The congestion and overcrowding of our labouring classes 
which has become so pressing a question in every quarter of artjray 
London is nowhere more vitally important than in the = district 
of Soho. A large field of labour in connection with West Enq 
shops attracts many Jewish families to the district where the cop. 
ditions of labour are such that the worker must be readily accessible to hic 
work. Among this population there are many girls, for the most part foreigners 
who have no kinsfolk with whom they can live. They are obliged to 
lodge in sub-let rooms, deficient in sanitary accommodation, which 
coupled with the adverse external moral atmosphere, can only be 
detrimental to their welfare An attempt is being made to surmount 
these deplorable conditions in the case of our own Jewish working girls by 
establishing a lodging house for them. Similar schemes have been successfujly 
carried ont for Christian working girls, andin the district the Hon. Maude 
Stanley's Home and the Shrimpton Homes may be notably mentioned, besides 
several other large homes in all quarters of London. After prolonged 
search a house has been found to accommodate 24 girls. Every effort wil! he 
made to carry on the Home on a business-like footing. The girls will pay for 
their board and lodging at the rate current in the district. But in order to 
secure the necessary hygienic requirements, and to place the Home within the 
reach of the girls, it becomes necessary to appeal to public sympathy for 
assistance. The sum of £1 50) is reqjaired for necessary alterations, and to 
furnish and to place it on a working basis. It is estimated that the annual 
expenditure for keeping up the lodging house will be £300, towards which the 
girls will subscribe, but we shall require annual subscriptions to make up the 
deficit. 

As the late Miss E. M. Harris, the life-long friend of the working girls in 
the Soho district, was keenly interested in the movement, we feel that we 
cannot perpetuate her memory more worthily than by calling the Home after 
her, the “ Emily Harris Home.”

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WEST CENTRAL JEWISH GIRLS’ CLUB. 


INTERESTING FUNCTION AT THE CRITERION THEATRE. 

The West Central Jewish Girls’ Club were extremely fortunate last Sunday 
in having so commodious and comfortable a building for their Annual Exhibi- 
tion of Work as the Criterion Theatre, which was genérously placed at their 
disposal by Mr. Charles Wyndham. 

It was a unique occurrence for a West End Theatre to be packed by an 
exclusively Jewish audience, and looking around at the crowded stalls, boxes and 
dress circle, it was hard to realise that one was not at an ordinary matin¢e per- 


formance. The girls, who contributed towards the interesting entertainment | 


that was provided, appeared greatly to enjoy the experience of being behind the 
foot-lights, and many professional actors would have envied the enthusiastic 
reception which was accorded them by a“ crowded house.” Even the most 
sceptical in last Sunday's audience would hardly need the stereotyped form of 
Annual Report to be convinced of the good—indeed noble—work which was 
being done by those responsible for the management of the Club, The verve 
which characterised the drill display, and the excellence with which the songs 
and recitations were rendered, must be accepted as an index to the admirable 


inner working of the Club. It must be borne in mind, too, that the Club is | 


composed almost entirely of girls who are hard at work during the day. Their 
teachers must have expended great patience in bringing them to the high state 
of perfection which on Sunday last aroused the enthusiasm of a delighted 
audience. 

The afternoon's proceedings were opened by a programme of recitations, 
which was contributed to by the Misses Annie Lyons, Mary Sapira, Rebecca 
Cohen, Esther Bloom, Rachael Blackstone, and Rose Newman, The members 
of the dramatic class were deservedly applauded for their rendering of a scene 
from “The Merchant of Venice,” and the members of the Hebrew class 
distinguished themselves in the Hebrew poem, “ A Song of the Jewish Hosts,” 
by Luboshitzky. A drill display was given by the girls, who executed many 
difficult and complicated movements with neatness and dexterity, and some 
songs by the Club's singing class completed the entertainment. 

The entertainment was marked by the manifestation of good taste and a 
degree of efficiency that reflected credit on the numerous ladies responsible for 
the instruction of the girls. As much praise might be given to all that was 
omitted as to all that was done, There was no apparent attempt at formality, 
at special stage costuming, or anything that would have marred the simplicity 
and naturalness of the performers. The Hon. Secretary, Miss Lily H. Montagu, 
introduced the girls with a few well-chosen words, occasionally asking the 
indulgence of the audience, notably in the case of a foreigner who had joined 
the Club but a year before with not the slightest knowledge of English. The 
short recitation which she gave was exceedingly creditable to herself and her 
instructor. 

The singing class acquitted themselves well, though, probably on account of

The Social Side of the Clab. 


Although we have found it necessary to put our Club on an educationa! 
basis in order to obtain a hold over our members, we place even more import 
ance on the social side of our work. eo | night our drawing-room is open to 
those of our girls whv are not in classes, and here they talk tothe superintendent 
of the evening on social subjects, religious subjects, art subjects, homely subjects 
or on any subject of interest to them and to her. This lady visits all the ciasses 
and reports to the Secretary on the work of the evening. Saturdays and 
Sundays are mainly devoted to social purposes. Once a fortnight on Sundays 
my sister and [ hold a Bible class, It is not very largely attended at present 
but we are not discouraged by this fact. Every evening we meet in the Clyb. 
room for prayer in order that the real meaning of our work may be brought 
home to each of our members. It would be impossible to develop the work of 
our Club, or to make it of any real value, did workers and girls only meet at the 
Club, where the attendance has recently averaged 85 members. In order 
to strengthen the links between workers and girls we have recently estab. 
lished a Ramblers’ Club, of which Miss Mostyn is Hon. Secretary. Visits to 
picture galleries, museums, and concerts are arranged on Sunday afternoons for 
girls; who contribute to the expense of each excursion, We hope to organise 
during the spring and summer country walks, but wecan only do this if our 
friends will kindly help us to meet our expenses, 


Visiting the Homes of the Members. 


The social work of the Club is muy sees by the visiting work, which 
is perhaps its most important branch. e try to know the home surroundings 
of each one of our girls, and to obtain the co-operation and sympathy of her 
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ts in our work, It isonly thus that we can have any guarantee that our 
Piob in any way satisfies the needs of its members, es 


Practical Help. 


We endeavour to find work, which admits of the Sabbath observance, for 
irls who are out of employment, and with or without the help of the Board 
of Guardians we apprentice girls as they leave school to good trades. 
Thanks to the generous help of our Hon, Physicians and Oculist we are able 
¢o.qssist gitls in times of sickness. But there is one part of our visiting work 
ghich hitherto we have been unable to accomplish satisfactorily, We have 
several girls, mostly foreigners, who are in London without their kinsfolk. 


Lodging Accommodation An Appeal. 


We regret that they find it necessary to establish themselves in this 
district which is already over-crowded, but the conditions of their employment 
make such residence necessary. It is for us to find them proper lodging 
accommodation if we dare to expect them to become satisfactory citizens. A 
committee has been formed of which Mrs. Eichholz is Hon. Secretary to establish 
4 Working Girls’ Home in Soho. The residents will pay for their board and 
lodging the prices which prevail in the district ; but we shall be obliged to 
appeal to the public for a sum of £1,5/0) in order to place the Home upon a 
working basis, I will endeavour to justify this appeal by illustrating our need 
hy two instances which have come under my personal notice. We haye now in 
ur Club a little girl of fifteen who is here with her father. This man cannot 
afford a room for himself ; he therefore shares a room with other men and his 
daughter is obliged to shift for herself and is constantly having to move from 
one house to another and to live under conditions which make home training 
quite impossible, Then two years ago I meta girl who rented a bed in a kitchen 
tor Js. Od. a week, She has now, I am sorry to say drifted beyond the reach of 
good influence, but the responsibility of such cases rests with us—for if we want 
our girls to lead decent lives we must see to it that they live in decent home sur- 
roundings—(Cheers). We have only been able as yet to appeal to very few friends 
to assist our home, but as there is nothing so stimulating as example, I will 
describe to you the response which we have received:—From Lady de 
Rothschild £50: Mr. and Mra. W. E. Mozley £3) ; Miss Lucy Cohen £21 ; Miss 
Caroline Goldsmid £25; Mr. and Mrs, Henry Lucas £20; Lady Montagu £50 - 
Lady Battersea £10; Mr. F. D. Mocatta £50; and Lady Rothschild has sent a 
most encouraring message, although she has not yet quite decided how much 
she will give. Our Committee proposes to call the Home the “ Emily Harris 
Home,” in order to perpetuate the memory of one who gave her life for the 
girls of this district. 


Appeal for a Holiday Home. 


I feel quite shy at being obliged to appeal to you for yet another object, 
but as it affects a branch of our Club-work, I cannot refrain from doing so. 
We try to take our girls away with us for a fortnight in the saummer—last year 
we bad a supremely successful holiday. Ninety-seven girls went away through 
the Club organisation. A friend placed his beautiful house at Lowestoft at the 
disposal of club leaders. During the month of August two parties from our Club 
benefited from his kindness. My sister and | accompanied the first party, and 
the second was under the care of Miss Delgado and Miss Alice Joseph. Speak- 
ing for myself I have never spent a happier fortnight, and I feel sure that these 
joint holidays of workers and girls help to develop the possibilities of Club 
work, for we are thus enabled to enter into the closest ties of friendship with 
our girls. Unfortunately it is extremely difficult to tiad suitable accommodation 
for large parties of girls during the month of August. ‘lo meet this difficulty 
my friends, the leaders of non-Jewish clubs, propose to start with me a seaside 
hotel for working girls which each club will be able to use in turn. Such an 
undertaking is impossible without your support, but if started its usefulness 
would be immeasurable, 


Thanks to Friends tor Assistance. 


To-day I feel a little overwhelmed when I think of the number of friends, 
whom, if time permitted, it would be my pleasing duty to thank for the assist- 
ance they have given to our work. It is only possible for me to mention a few 
names. We are deeply grateful to Mr. Charlies Wyndham for so generously 
placing this theatre at our disposal; I should also like to thank Mr, Titcomb., 
the Manager of Messrs, Searcy, Tansley and Co., for hisindefatigable co-operation 
in all our arrangements. 

The Club out of Debt. 


_ Last year it was my painful duty to speak of a terrible debt which we had 
incurred in re-building our premises. In June, however, a concert was given 
in aid of our funds, and thanks to the efforts of the eminent artists who assisted 
us. much of our anxiety was speedily removed. Indeed, your generous response 
to my appeal last year has completely freed us from debt, and as far as we can 
tell. so long as we are privileged to retain your support, we shall have sufficient 
for our annual working expenses. I trust that we shall retain your support. 


Purther Workers Needed 


As last year, I would again specially ask girls between the ages of fourteen 
and thirty—the ages of our members—to co-operate with us. If they cannot 
help us one evening a week at the Club, perhaps they will allow me to introduce 
to them twoor three young girls whom they will undertake to befriend. And 
if they cannot give personal service in any form I assure them tliat we have a 
very special na or using money well. Therefore, if they will trust us, we 
will try to be worthy of their confidence and at the same trme to develop the 
possibilities of our Club, I claim your support to-day because, although 
working in a district where some of the worst social evils kaowa to modern 
London prevail, I have found among the members of our Club some of 
the noblest and purest-minded girls whom it has been my privilege to meet 
anywhere, And for them I claim the right of self-development. To the others 
who may not be quite so good or quite so strong I ask you to give a fair chance. 

esults are of such slow growth that I have little to say of them to-day. But 
I believe and therefore I venture to say that God has put His blessing on our 
eilorts : and in spite of the many shortcomings in our work I feel sure that 
my appeal to you will not have been made in vaiua—(Loud applause). 

[he company were afterwards entertained with tea, which was generously 
provided by Messrs. Searcy, Tansley and Co., the crockery and glass being lent 
by Messrs, Spiers and Pond, and an enjoyable afternoon was brought to a close 
by the inspection of the girls’ exhibits, which consisted of specimens of the 
following industries :—Cooking, plain work, dressmaking, laundry work, art 
needlework and doll-dressing, lace-making, writing, chip-carving and basket 
work. The exhibits were of the most varied description. On every hand was 

seen work displaying both skill and taste, bearing testimony alike to the 
rajacity of teachers and pupils, The specimens of lace made by members of 
the club were of excellent design and workmanship. Some very pretty pieces 
of the new style in which gold threads are intermingled with white were on 
view. Another notable group of exhibits consisted of a large display of 
®xulsite basket work, Rarely has a finer collection of the work been seen, the 
wheter shape and dexterous weaving being most creditable to the club, The 
oaatot work ranged from the useful, if somewhat prosaic, waste-paper basket 
> the most delicate drawing-room ornament, In the needlework section a 
‘ailar combination of the useful and the ornamental might be observed. Some 
prettily dressed dolis were also on view. and it was obvious that the workers 
ad expended much loving care upon the adornment of these toys. Chip 


“arving was an attractive exhibit, Here might be seen picture-frames, lotter- - 


holders, blotters, boxes of all sizes, and many other articles in most artistic 
shades of brown and green wood. 

The members of the Club evidently do not neglect the more domestic arts 
for the confectionery and sweets shown (and bought and tasted too) fully testify 
to their culinary skill. It should be remembered that all the work here 
described is accomplished by the girls as a recreation after a hard day's work. 
rhe enthusiasm with which they devote themselves to these useful and 
attractive pastimes is a remarkable feature of the good effected by the Club. 
We understand that orders would be gladly executed by members of the Club 
for any of the above named articles. . 

A characteristic instance of the late President, Miss E. M. Harris‘s thought 
for the girls may be here cited. She particularly wished a brooch to be given 
to the girl who, in the opinion of the other girls, helped most in the work of 
the Club. Two friends of the Club agreed to present the brooch. Six girls 
are elected every May to sit on the General Committee, and it was upon this 
vote that the broovh-giving depended. Mabel Pyser gained the most votes, and 
as Kose Davis was only one vote beliind her, two brooches were awarded, the 
eases being inscribed ‘In Memoriam E. M. H.” 

As mentioned in Miss Montagu's address, the educational branches of the 
Club have been placed for the most part under the Government Denartment. 
The grant for last year was £54. Amony the Classes are those for English, a 
very necessary study for the foreign girls, and one thoroughly appreciated by 
them ; and a good and varied Library is provided by the members. It remains 
to congratulate the Club on the success which it has so far won, and which is 
the best testimony to the devotion of the Managers and Teachers, 


THE EVENING DISPLAY. 


In the evening there was again a display similar to that viven in the after- 
noon. This entertainment was intended chiefly for the parents and friends of 
the members of the Club. The Theatre was packed in every part, and so great 
was the crowding that those responsible for the function must have felt greatly 
relieved when the proceedings were entirely concluded, and the theatre was 
emptied of its enthusiastic audience, In the evening the drilling display was 
given at greater length than was possible in the afternoon. During the 
evening 

The Rev. S. Sincere addressed the members of the Club, their relatives and 
friends. He said that a great change had taken place since he last met them 
more than a year ago to reconsecrate the Club in their enlarged premises. They 
had losta true friend, one whose soul was bound up in their welfare. In an 
ex«juisite appreciation of Miss Emily Marion Harris which appeared shortly 
after her death, her fellow-worker, Miss Lily Montagu, had spoken of her as 
one to whom a. child had been entrusted, a child which she loved with a 
passionate love, and whi:h she loved to see grow up into that Club that strove 
to brighten some two hundred young lives drawn from a class whose lot was not 
cast in the sunniest places of the earth. The welfare of that Club and all con- 
nected with it had been her thought by day, her dream by night. She had now 
gone to her reward, and they were left to do their duty. The best monument 
they could rear to her memory was to work on in her spirit. Happily, though 
they had lost much, the Club was not orphaned, and in Lady Montagu | had 
a second mother upon whose intelligent and loving interest they could absolutely 
rely. Their last annual report, as well as the exhibition of work and the enter- 
tainments of that day, testitied to the growth and development of the activities 
of the Club. They were fortunate in having a band of officers, who for many 
a nightin the year gave up their own pleasures for what was to them the 
greater pleasure of adding to the knowledge and happiness of others. The 
motto that had been chosen for their Club was, “If | am not for myself, who 
shall be for me’ And if I am for myself alone, what aml? Andif not now, 
when then!” These were noble words. They meant that their aim was self- 
development, but not selfish development. In the intercourse, the give and 
take of Club life, they learnt to consider themselves but as a limb of the whole 
body, parts of a little community where each must do something and surrender 
and even sacrifice something for the good of the rest. He appealed to them to 
take advantage of the chances of continuing their education which the Club 
afforded. One of the most encouraging features was the pres made by 
foreign girls in the English Classes that had been started for their benefit. The 
officers of the Club were rendering them a special service in directing their 
choice of reading. In the Garden of Eden there was the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil. Books were such a tree now-a-days. The time they could 
spare out of their busy days was, he knew, but little. All the greater reason 
was there why it should not be wasted on worthless stuff. Amid general amuse- 
ment Mr. Singer sketched the contents of a recent novelette, showing the 
absurdity, of the situations and the pandering to the passion for excitement. 
which seemed to be the only object such works had in view. Addressing the 
parents he.exhorted them to remember that their responsibilities were not at an 
end when their daughters left school, that they must still watch over them 
lovingly, and guard them to the utmost against occupations, companions 
and amusements that would endanger their character. In that Club 
they were perfectly safe in all these respects. He would he could persuade 
them to avail themselves more frequently of the opportunities of apprenticing 
their girls to trades that might not at first yield a very large return bat paid in 
the long run, and rendered the worker independent and self-respecting. He 
never could understand why so enormous a proportion of the industrious classes 
among the Jews acted as if they existed for no other purpose than to produce 
something to cover the heads, bodies or feet of the humanrace. The Club 
was closed on Friday nights, because it desired to strengthen not to supplant 
the love of home. He implored them not to sacrifice the sacred influence of 
the Friday night by making of it a theatre-night. A good angel watched over 
the home where the Sabbath was received in the old Jewish spirit of faith and 
gladness. Home and Club, officers and members joinings hands and hearts and 
working together in harmony, their Institution would flourish more and more, 
and become a blessing to all who were connected with it, 

Mr. Van Raalte presented, on Sunday last, a Memorial Tablet, with Hebrew 
and English inscription, to the Club, for its premises in Dean Street, Soho, 
in memory of the late President, Miss Emily Marion Harris,

Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables. 


A specially convened meeting of the Board of Management of this Insti- 
tution was held on Thursday evening last at 12. Hill Street, Mayfair, the 
residence of the President, Mr. Stuart M. SaAMce., 


The Presipenr? said that he had summoned them together owing to the 
death of their late esteemed colleague, Mr. Lionel L. Alexander. It was 
unnecessary for him to dilate on the great regard in which Mr. Alexander had 
been held by those he saw around him, They were all agreed as to the valuable 
service he had rendered to the Institution of which they were the Managers 
Indeed it was wonderful that although their late friend was connected with 
$0 many communal charities, which one might have thought would have taken 
up all his tim. he yet brought to bear an immense amount of activity and zeal 
in furthering the interests of the Home for Jewish Iucurables, He might state 
that his cousin, the late Mr. Sydney Simuel, and himself were the first to intro- 
duce Mr, Alexander into communal work. For a period of 26 years they had 
been associated. together at the Jewish Working Men's Club, of which they held 
the offices of President and Vice-President resp-ctively, and had worked together 
most harmoniously. Those to whom the late Mr. Alexander accorded bis friend- 
ship were fully aware that under a somewhat sharp exterior there beata very warm 
heart. At first he was difhident as regards accepuog a poxition in the manage- 
ment of the Home, fearing: that he could not devuote sufficient. time to its 
in erests, but once having decided to join them, he laboured with that devotion 
and evergy which was his characteristic. He considered Mr. Alexander bad 
never found his proper sphere until he joined tbe Board of the Home and 
Hospital for Jewish lacurables, for there he was associated with mea each of 
whom was doing his level best to promote the interests of the Home, and was 
working hard for the succesful accomplishment of the task they had set them- 
selves to perform. In Mr. Lionel Alexander they had lost a great power, as he 
possessed the conlidence of the community, who were assured that any cause he 
pleaded for was worthy of support. Although he had not lived to witness the 
fruition of his work, yet the new and beautiful edifice about to be opened for 
the reception of their patients would bear testimony to his un flagging industry, 
and be a lasting memorial of bis work in connection with their institution. 
Mr. Samuel said that he was convinced it was the desire of every 
member of the Board to express their sympathy with the aged 
mother and other relatives, on the sad bereavement they had 
sustained by the death of one so dear to them in the z nith of his powers 
who had worked so assiduously for the communal weal. Mr. Samuel concluded 
by reading to the meeting the terms of the resvlutions of condvulence he 
proposed to send. 


Mr. tsaac Dayi- said he had the melancholy satisfaction of formally 
seconding the vote of condolence which their President had submitted in such 
feeli g terms, ‘That which had struck him most forcibly in the character of 
their late revered colleague was bis wonderful vrasp of business details and bis 
tenacity of will. He shared in the great respect entertained for the late 
Mr. Alexander, who had been, alas! too early removed from their midst. 


After a few sympathetic words from Mr. J. M. ANseELL, the resolutions 
were adopted in silence, the members of the Buoard present standing in their 
places whilst the question was put from the chair. 


The Late Mr. Jacob Plaut. 


_ Mr. Jacob Plaut, the founder of the Jewish Consumptive Sanatorium at 
Cimiez, and formerly a banker at Leipzig, has died at Nice. His funeral was 
attended by representatives of the local official world as well as of the Jewish 
institutions. Mr, Meiss. the Rabbi of Nice, in his address, stated that the 
deceased had always acted upon the principle that since the destruction of the 
Temple the only sacrifices permitted to Jews are by devotion of one's personal 
possessions to the cause of charity. 

Quite recently the Jewish Urphan Asylum and Girls’ Home which was 
transterred four years ago from Limburg to Ems after the late Baroness Hirsch 
had given £2/*) for the purchase of a house, received a welcome gift of £5,000 
from Mr. Piaut. Although Mr. Piaut was never in Ems he took a great deal 
of interest in the home and during his lifetime presented it with a thousand 
pounds, There are now thirty inmates in the home, but as it is situated in a 
big garden the building can be extended, 

Mr. Plaut was an Honorary Citizen of Nordhausen (Germany), to which he 
was a great benefactor. To commemorate the golden wedding of the late 
Emperor William I, Mr, Plaut founded, with a gift of 300.000 marks, an unde- 
nhuminational institution for the support of deserving pvor old people ; and a 
few years later he added 101),000 marks to his original gift. It is stated that he 
has left 250,000 marks to Nurdnausen for philanthropic purposes,

A Jewish Boy in Dr. Barnardo's Homes. 


The So.iicrton and Seckerary reported the decision of the [oard of 
Guardians not to undertake the maintenance of the Jewish boy whom the 
Board of Deputies had discovered in Dr. Barnardo's Home, and. w\\om the 
managers had agreed to release in consequence of the representations inade by 
the Board of Deputies. 


Sir SamvueL Monracu said that the facts related at the last meeting of the 
Board of Guardians put a very different complexion on the case. He had pot 
been aware that the case of the mother had continually been brought before the 
relief rota of the Board of (i uardians nor did he know that the father was ap 
intermittent deserter. Nevertheless, the Board of Deputies had acted rightly 
in getting the child out of its non-Jewish home, and now it seemed to him that 
the best plan would be to leave the child in the bands of its mother, who was 
its natural guardian, and if the mother was unable to maintain her child 
assistance would be given to her by the Board of Guardians in accordance with 
the circumstances of the cise. Sir Samuel Montagu expressed bimself willing 
to provide for the maintenan-e of the child until such time as it was restored 
to the mother's keeping. 


After some discussion, it was resolved that as soon as aarrangeme:ts could 
be made for the care of the child it should be received from the authorities of 
Dr. Barnardo's Home aad boarded out, and that persons interested in the case 
should be communicated with as to the supervision of the child. 


The Hull Jewish Cemetery. 


A letter was read from Mr.8S.J. Feldman, of Hull, pointing ont that the 
Hul! Corporation contemplated acquiring the Jewish burial-ground at Hull, for 
the purpose of widening the road in which the cemetery was situated, aud a 
Bill seeking the necessary powers was about to be presented to Parliament. 


Mr. 8S. J. FetpMaw said that the Hull Congregation was very anxious that 
an officia! Jewish bouy should oppose the Bill on their bebalf. The congregation 
would be prepared to contribute £100 towards the legal expenses that would be 
involved it the Board of Deputies would act ia the matter.

Courses in the theory of teaching, in Hebrew, Scripture and religion, will be 
inaugurated next Mouday at Jews’ College, Queen Syuare House, Guilford 
Street, W.C. Ladies and gentlemen who are willing tu «ualify as teachers in 
the classes directed by the Jewish Religious Fducation Board, are eligible for 
admission as students to these courses without payment of fee. Such students 
may, subject to the approval of the teaching staff named below, restrict their 
attendance to a part only of these courses, selecting those branches which best 
meet their requirements. An inaugural meeting, at which Sir Philip Magnus 
will deliver au opening address, will be held on Moaday next, at six p.m. 

The followwg are details of the courses of lectures: A course of ten 
lectures on the Theory of Teaching” will be delivered by Mr. J..\W. Adam 
son (of King’s College). This course will begin on Monday, March |!tb, and 
will be continued on Mondays, at7 p.m. The Rev. Michael Adler wil! conduct 
courses in Hebrew. Students will be grouped in two divisions, A and B accord 
ing to their proficiency. The Hebrew courses will be held on Mondays and 
Thursdays, giwning on Thursday, February 28:h: A, Mondays, to 
and Thursdays, 7 to 8: B, Mondays, 615 to 7, aad Taursdays, = to. In the 
Hebrew courses, selections from the Prayer Book and Bible will be read, and 
lessons in Hebrew Grammar will be given. The Rev. A. Feldman, B.A., wil 
conduct courses in Scripture and religion on Mondays and Thursdays, beginning 
on Thursday, February 28h. There will be two divisions : A, Mondays, )» 
to 7,and (hursdays, 8 to ¥; B, Mondays, 530 to 6 15, and Thursdays, ‘to >. [a 
these courses, a systematic syllabus will be followed, and special attention will 
be given to methods of teaching. After the conclusion of Mr. Adamsons 
course, lessons will be given in method as applied to teaching Hebrew. 
Arrangements will be made for enabling students to acquire practical «perience 
as teachers, Model lessons, and criticism on them, will also form part of the 
syllabus.

The Paper on the Straggle for Jewish mancipation 

Jewish in England, read by Mr. B. Lionel Abrahams before 
Emancipation. the Jewish Historical Society last Sunday evening, 
was a brilliant contribution to the subject. There is 

no more stirring story in Anglo--Jewish history than that which relates the 
straggle for Parliamentary rights in which the community were engaged half- 
a-century ago. Although the period is well within the memory of many 
of us, it seems thrown back centuries by the complete change of social 
and political feeling that has been wrought in the meanwhile. Special 
interest was aroused in a statement of Mr. Abrahams that the history of 
those times »roved destructive of not a few illusions. ‘The Jews of the early 


‘Victorian era thought that English sympathies were so strongly in favour 


of the principle of toleration that they had only to ask for complete 
emancipation to have it accorded them at once. They were 
not prepared for -the long and_ stubborn’ resistance which 
Parliament opposed to their claims. The lecturer was of opinion that if 
sach a battle had to be fought out agaio, at the commencement of the 
“Oth centary, it would prove no less difficult to wage. The obvious mora! 
to be drawn from this is that it would be a mistake to sappose that 
Jewish liberties in Eagland are so unassailable to-day that no act of folly 
that Jews might commit would endanger them. Mr. Abrahams explained 
that he had in view the Zionist body who profess a’‘‘daal allegiance’ that 
is calculated to uphold the arguments formerly used by those opposed 
to Jewish Emancipation. Io the course of the debate that followed 
upon the paper one of the speakers made a somewhat cryptic 
reference to a prominent member of a Jewish party who had stated 
that Eaglish Jews won their way into Parliament by methods that were not 
altogether open and above board. We shall not be far wrong if we attribute 
this charge against his coreligionists to Dr. Max Nordau. Bat whoever may 
be the author of it, and whatever his object, it is a gross libel which has not 
the slightest foundation in fact, As another speaker pointed out, so serious a 
misrepresentation cannot be too often or openly repudiated. rom beginning 
to end the Emancipation straggle was fought by Jews in the most hoaourable 
manner. They resorted to no subterfages, they refused to take the least 
unfair advantage of their opponents. [Had they been willing to do so, they 
might, perhaps, have expedited the issue, bat it is to their lasting credit that 
they approached the question from the point of view of the rights of Maglish- 
men, and as [aglishmen they contested it throughout.

West Central Criterion Theatre by the West Central Girls’ Clab 
Girls’ last Sunday will, it is to be hoped, have served to 
Club. arouse general attention to tlie valuable work which 

| this institutution is performing among Jewish 

working girls. In the present day every neighbourhood has come 
to have its Girls’ Club. But last Sunday's very interesting function 
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must have convinced the many hundreds who witnessed it that the institution 
in Dean Street is no ordinary club. It is doing a pioneer work—so far, at 
least, as the Jewish community is concerned. The drawback of many 
organisations for young people is that they are almost entirely 
recreative and social. The chief feature of the Dean Street 
Club is education, and education carried on, not in a dilettante 
manner, but with a thoronghness that is attested by the Covernment 
grant of more than £5\), which its evening classes earned last year. Innocent 
amusement and recreation are excellent things in their way, but they should 
not form the staple of club life. It is to the refining influences of education 
that we must look if we wish not merely to infuse some brightness into the 
lives of the working classes, but also to raise their mental and moral tone. 
Edacation will give them a new and a higher outlook upon life, 
but its best effects are seen when it is strengthened by thie 
influence of religion. It was the recognition of the value of religion 
in forming a girl's disposition that gave its distinctive character 
to the work done by Emily Marion Harris at Dean Street. That 
work can never be forgotten, and Miss Lily Montagu paid a worthy 
tribute to her memory in the opening remarks of her address. Even as a 
mere spectacle and entertainment Sunday's function must be pronounced a 
brilliant success. But this is not the only point of view from which it should 
be regarded. Its chief interest consisted rather in what it suggested : in the 
indication. which it afforded of the manner in which the Club is administered, 
and of the possibilities of mental and moral development which its girl 
members presented. These possibilities are by no means exhausted by the 
work which the institution has so far undertaken. The scope for future 
and further expansion in this and similar organisations is almost unlimited. 
In the course of her address, Miss Montagu made an 
Miss Montagu’s appeal for additional workers, It is an appeal which 
Appeal. we heartily endorse, as much for the sake of those to 
whom it was addressed as in the interests of the girls 
themselves. If people could only be brought to realise it, those who 
render personal service to benevolent movements benefit even more than 
the objects of their sympathy. Philanthropic work gives a variety to many 
lives which would otherwise be dull and aimless. Man does not live by 
bread alone. Even those who are busily engaged in earning a livelihood 
or in giving attention to their domestic affairs, must have many 
leisure hours on their hands which they could hardly employ more interest- 
ingly than in taking up some institution and making it their hobby. 
It is wonderful what a hold activity of this kind tends to gain upon those 
who devote themselves to it. But for those who have no taste or leisure for 
personal service Miss Montagu pointed out other directions in which they 
could help the Club. A lodging-house is badly recnired for girls who have 
no homes of their own, or whose parents cannot afford the house room needed 
for the respectable accommodation of a family. The example set by Mr. 
Joseph Pyke, in founding a lodging-house for girls in the East End in 
memory of his wife, needs to be followed in the West Central district. Such 
a house could be acquired for about £1,500. There could be no better way of 
keeping green the memory of a departed relative. Other ontlets for 
philanthropy were suggested to those to whom this particular scheme may 
still not appeal. Inthe summer a brief change of air is almost indispensable 
to girls shut up in workrooms all the rest of the year. Miss Montagn and 
her colleagues have taken parties of them to the sea-side. Their experience 
has realised for them the need of  sea-side home for girls. Yet a third way 
of benefiting girl- of this class would be to attach one or more of them to a 
family, by inviting them to participate in its pleasures and amusements, and 
to join in the annual holiday to the country or the sea-side. Everyone has 
his or her own way of spending money on useful objects. Therefore, it is not 
well to seek to tie people down to any particular form of benevolence. But 
the objects to which we have adverted open up a wide field of humane activity. 
No one can reasonably complain of being restricted in the choice of methods 
of befriending a class of the community who are peculiarly in need of 
~ympathetic help. 
Sir Philip Magnus will inaugurate at Jews’ College at 
** Volunteer” 6 p.m. on Monday next, a movement which is clearly 
Teachers. important, and which we hope will achieve success. 
For a considerable period there has been a growing 
insufficiency of teachers for giving instruction in the Classes controlled by 
the Jewish leligions Education Board. A similar dearth of teachers must 
be deplored in other institutions, but we do not now propose to examine the 
causes Of this. It is obvious that if the thousands of Jewish children who 
attend Board Schools are to receive a grounding in Hebrew, and adequate 
instruction in the Jewish religion, new sources for the supply of teachers 
must be discovered or created. The Training Committee of the Jewish 
Religious Education Board has devised a plan as simple as it is original. It 
aspires to create a new type of teacher. The idea is to appeal to the 
many educated Jews and Jewesses who are not professional teachers, 
yet who are sufficiently animated with a love for their religion to 
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undertake to give lessons for a few hours a week to the Jewish children on 
whom the future of the community depends. Already more thay thirty 
“ Volunteers"’ bave enrolled themselves, and it is intended that these 
teachers will, when qualified, receive salaries, as experience warns ns against 
any other system. The course of training is ably drawn up: it is algo aD 
interesting one. It is not too onerous, yet it is ample. [py the 
Revs. M. Adler, A. Feldman and J. W. Adamson (oj King’s 
College), the Committee has selected the best men for the purpose 
Lectures on the theory of teaching. lessons on method, instruction jy Hebrew 
and Religion will be associated with practice in actual class-teaching. \Ve com. 
mend the proposal both to the leisured classes and to those who are engaged 
in business or professions. If some more of these will join the © \ olunteer ” 
ranks they will be rendering a very great service to the commnnity, We 
trust that the inaugural meeting will be well attended. Sir Philiy Magnons 
and the cause should prove great attractions on Monday. 


A writer in Nature of the 14th inst. makes an interest. 
Jewish ing reference to the indebtedness of mathematics’ 
Contributions science to the Semitic mind. He observes :— 


to Algebra, as we know it, dates from the time of Haroyy 


Mathematics, of the“ Arabian Nights.” No doubt it come. altogethe, 
rom the Semites of thousands of years before—th, 
Semites who gave us all religions and the usages of 

older civilisations without being able to give us their subtler instincts. 


The quotation serves to remind us of the contributions which Jews have made t, 
the progress of mathematics among other sciences. Perhaps the greatest service 
they rendered in the Middle Ages was to translate the works of Arabian and 
Greek mathematicians into Latin, thus rendering them accessible t) Earopesn 
scholars. Their dispersion in many countries served to endow them wit) s 
faculty for langaages, so that they becama the medium of interpretation 
between the Kast and the West. Whole families of Jews, like the libbons. 
became eminent as translaters. The works of Laclid were stadied in the Dark 
Ages in a version from the Greek made by Jewirl hands. But Jews a'so made 
original contributions to mathematics. Inthe 15th century a Jewcompileds 
practical Arithmetic in which the Decimal System, probably his own invention 
was expounded for the first time. It was chiefly, however, in the department 
of Astronomy that the Jewish mind excelled. The Jewish calendar being based 
on astronomical calcalation, the Rabbins were led to give considerable attention 
to this science from the earliest times. R.Gamliel, at the commencement of the 
common era, invented a species of telescope for the observation of the 
heavenly bodies. In the lst century R. Joshua had discovered’ the path o! 
what has since been known as Halley’s Comet. The famous astronomica 
tables of Alphonse the Wise, of Castile, were compiled ly a Jew, 
Isaac ben Sid. MRalbag, the commentator, invented important 
astronomical instruments. The work in wh'ch lie had described them was 
translated into Latin for Pope Clement VI, and his researches were 
utilised by Kepler. Even the Zohar anticipated the Copernican 
theory by asserting that the phenomenon of day and night ws 
caused by the revolution of the earth on its axix. Ibn Ezra i- sapposed 
have been the first to suggest the division of the celestial globe by the 
Equator. Another distingaished Jewish Astonomer in mediwval times Ws 
Profatius, who determined the obliquity of the ecliptic, and whose labours are 
honourably alluded to by Copernicus.

Memorial Service at Alexandria. 


On the 4th inst, (the day of interment), the English Jewish community at 
Alexandria held a Memorial Service for the late Queen in the Synagogue Nabi 
Daniel, and on account of the high status of many of the non-Jews present the 
service practically assumed an official character, Among those who attended 
were Mr. E. B. Gould, the British Consul-General, with Mr. A. D. Albio, Vice- 
Consul and the Staff of the Consulate, Lieut -Colonel Kane (representing 
Major-(reneral Lane), Mustapha B y Maher, Sub-Governor of Alexandria (repre- 
senting the Governor), Saba Bey, Postmaster-General. Rear-Admiral Blomfield, 
Commandant Rolfe, R.N., and the officers of H M.S. Cockatric: ; The 
service was performed by the Chief Rabbi (M. Evie B. Hazan), assisted by the 
Rabbis Abram and Mimorim Ventura, and throughout its duration the Ark was 
kept open as @ signal tribute of respect. The Chief Rabbi offered up a prayer 
for the repose of the soul of Queen Victoria and a prayer for King Edward VIL. : 
and a discourse In Eoglish (described by the Egyptian Gazette, which published 
it in «rlenso, @8 most eloquent and touching, and moving the hearts of all 
present), Was delivered by Mr. Lovis Jacons, Eoglish Master at the School of 
the Allianoe Israelite, Ir. Jacobs was for some years a teacher at the Jews’ 
Free School, and last year, on the nomination of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
was appointed by the Alliance [sra¢lite to his present post. In his discourse at 
the Memorial Service, Mr. Jacobs spoke of the wonderful vitality and the 
glorious humanity of Queen Victoria, which had so long held the admiration of 
the entire world, and of the sincere homage and reverence which her virtues 
both in personal and in public affairs had secured for her. A great and good 
woman bad crossed the bar, disappearing for ever in the Great Unknown, but 
her memory would live always in the hearts of all who love that which is sincere, 


just and pure, 
South Africa. 


The deep gloom which has fallen over South Africa through the loss of 
the (Queen fouad expression at Cape Town in the conduct of the services both 
on the Friday evening and on the Saturday. The Synagogue was suitably 
draped with crape, coverings being provided for the pulpit and the Almemar, 
while the absence of the choir lent an additional solemnity to an always im- 
pressive service. At both services the Rev. Professor Bender in special prayers 
paid fitting tribute to the deceased monarch. The stores and offices of the 
Jews were draped with black, 

The mournful intelligence of the death of the Queen was received 
in Pretoria with genuine expressions of regret and sympathy from the entire 
Jewish community, irrespective of nationality. On the previous evening, the 
sad news not yet being known, a Special Service was held in the Synagogue, 
when the Rev. E, Jaffe requested the congregation to pray for the prolongation 
of the life of Her Majesty. A cable of condolence and sympathy was sent to 
the King and all the Royal Family, on behalf of the Hebrew congregation. 

the Jewish inhabitants of Mafeking, on learning of the death of Queen 
Victoria, sent a telegram of condolence to the King. 

The Rev. Dr. Hertz, who has been appointed member of the High Com- 
missioner's Consultation Committee, the only body advisory to Sir Alfred 
Milner in his capacity as Admunistrator of the Transvaal, sent the following 
cable to the Secretary of State for the Culonies: “ Kindly transmit to His 
Majesty the respectful and heartfelt sympathy of the Transvaal Jewish Com- 
muaity in his great bereavement, and our great sorrow at irreparable loss to 
humanity.” 


Canada. 


Ono the day of public mourning for Queen Victoria a solemn Memorial 
Service was held in the Montreal Spauiwsh and Portuguese Synagogue 
two hours after the termination of the Sabbath. Many prominent 
Christians were present at the service, among them beiovg Major 
Bitting-r, the Consul-General of the Uaited States for the Dominion of Canada. 
The Zion Cadets, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Baker, 
attended in a body, and there were also some of the Jewish members of the 
Vulunteer Corps present in uniform. The Rev. MELboLA De So ta officiated, 
and preached from the Talmudical text, “ Weep fur the mouraers, vut not for 
the one who is lost to us; for she has gone to rest, while we are left to sorrow.” 
In the course of an eloquent sermon he said that the career of Queen Victoria 
would stand forth for all time as a glorious model of the goodness and true great- 
ness to which rulers should aspire. The sermon was tollowed by an earnest 
memorial prayer, The pulpit, Reading Desk, and Ark, were draped in black as

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Election in Paris. 


DEFEAT OF MAX REGIS. 


A hotly-contested struggle between the Nationalists ees by the 
notorious Max Régis) and the Socialists (championed by M., Allemane) for the 
vacant representation of the Eleventh Arrondissement of Paris in the Chamber 
of Deputies, has ended at last in the decisive defeat of the Nationalist candidate. 
A first ballot took place three weeks ago, between the same candidates, 
but as neither candidate secured an absolute majority of votes (more than half 
_ — polled), a second contest had, according to French custom, to be 

ought, 

This contest, which ended last Sunday, is described as the keenest political 
struggle witnessed in a Paris constituency for a “Every inch of 
“ground " (said the Daily Chronicle correspondent on Monday last), “ has been 
contested with incredible activity by the two champions of Socialism and anti- 
Semitism. All last night the police were kept in constant movement to suppress 
frequent conflict and disorder between the followers of the rival candidates. 
At every polling station to-day large crowds gathered in no mood to make things 
smooth for the hostile voters. The Place de la République and the Avenue 
Parmentier were two centres for occasional pitched battles, in which both 
police and people came in for hard knocks.” 

The result of the struggle was that the Socialist was left at the head of the 
poll with 4,225 votes against ‘} 552 obtained by the anti-Semite. The declaration 
of the result was followed by violent manifestations against the anti-Semites ; 
“ S00 Socialists marched to the Rue Montmartre, stationed themselves in front 
of the offices of the Jn/ransigeant, and serenaded M. Henri Rochefort with 
groans and hisses and the usual imprecations. They then proceeded to the 
Grand Boulevard to perform the same ceremony in honour of M. Edouard 
Drumont, but a large body of police completely blocked the approaches to the 

The result of the election is said to have given great satisfaction in Minis- 
terial circles. There were several reasons why this should have been so. In the 
first place the vacant seat had been held by a member of the Government itself 
(M, Pierre Baudin, Minister of Public Works), and for an opponent to have 
captured the representation would have been an ugly blow to the Ministry. 
In the second place the satisfaction of victory is rendered keener by the fact 
that the result had hung in considerable doubt. At the first ballot, Régis had 
headed the poll with 2.718 votes against 4,979 votes polled by his three Socialist 
opponents. At the second ballot, last Sunday, two of the three Socialists 
withdrew, but experience did not justify any absolute certainty that this would 
entail the defeat of the Nationalist. As the Tines correspondent points out, 
the second ballots at the municipal elections last year were nearly all gained by 
the Nationalists, though at the first ballots they had polled fewer votes than the 
aggregate of the Republican polls. Moreover, “ there are always waverers who 
like to be on what promises to be the winning side, and electors neutral at the 
first ballot frequently vote at the second.” Lastly, there were many who 
disliked or feared the extreme views of M. Allemane, and probably preferred 
to abstain or even support Régis as the lesser of two evils. All these facts, 
therefore, serve to heighten one’s natural satisfaction at the decisive defeat 
which the anti-Semites have undergone at the hands of the artisan electors of 
the Eleventh Arrondissement of Paris. 


Several English journals make reference to this significant election. The 
Standard says :— 


It is necessary to remember the past of M. Max Regis in order to understand how 
sensible men can think the return of M. Allemane, the representative of principles which 
could not be applied without destroying society and property. a lesser evil than the victory 
of his Nationalist opponent. M. Regis is said—as far as we know, without contradiction 
—to be a naturalised Italian. Yet he bas made himself conspicuous a+ a political 
adventurer in the Party which has for its watch-word,* France for the French.” His 
first scene of operations w+s Algiers, where he was settled, and his method of making 
himself known was to play the part of Leader of the Arabs in an agitation against the 
Jews. Under the stimulus of his Southern eloquence, and with the approval of many 
Frenchmen, the so-called Arab rabble of Algiers made a brutal attack on the Jew thop- 
keepers, in which many of these poor people were very badly used. ‘This was at the 
height of the Dreyfus affair, when abuse of the Jews was taken for a proof of patriotism, 
and the authorities were slow to act. The excesses of the mob, however, finally stirred 
them to a sense of their duty, and order was restored. The mob Leader made a ridiculous 

retence of fortifying bimself in a suburban villa and of defying the Government, which 

e, of course, accused of being sold-to the Jews. When it was made clear to him that 
force would be used, he abeconded, but was finally brought to trial in France and acquitted 
by a Jury. A French Jury is generally inclined to let off anybody who has defied the 
Rulers for the time being, and bis anti-Semitism was a great help to M. Max Regis. It 
had already secured him election to Municipal power in Algiers. He was admirably 
adapted to become a shining light in the so-called Nationalist Party, which is, in fact, a 
coalition of all the enemies of the Third Republic, of adventurers of every shade, and of 

eat numbers of men whose gole principle is envy of the wealth of the small minority of 

ews whoare rich. It is, therefore, really a healthy sign ‘hat their champion should be 
defeated, even though his overthrow comes from a Sccialist.

Paris hae, by the wisdom of a few thousands of ita citizens. been spared the intolerable 

, shame of having as one of its representatives in the Chamber of Deputies that notorious 
and despicable Jew-baiter, M. Max Regis.

An Anti-Semitic Play Forbidden. 


The Director of Fine Arts in France has suspended the production of a 
play called “ Décadence,” from the pen of M. Albert Guinnon, on the ground 
that its performance would be likely to lead to violence. “ Décadence” was in 
reality a play with a purpose. the purpose being the vilification of the Jews. 
[t tells the story of a decadent scion of the French nobility who 
marries, or rather sells, his daughter to the son of a Hebrew ex- 
edlar (now millionaire) who yearns for a noble alliance. There is 
ittle doubt that it could not have run nightly at the Theatre without 
‘the greatest unpleasantness, to put it mildly, being caused to French Jews ; 
and for the Director of Fine Arts to have put his foot down in the way he 
has after dresses and scenery had been bought and the Censor of Plays had 


approved the production, argues a laudable firmness characteristic of the present 
regime acroes the Channel. 


The Late Dr. Walter Myers. 


The Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine has received from Para, in 
Brazil, copies of the Jvornal do Commercio of January 18th and 22nd last, cop. 
taining articles on the subject of the lamentable death of Dr. Walter Myers and 
of the illness of his colleague, Dr. Herbert Durham, who both contracted yellow 
fever in the courageous pursuit of their dangerous duties whilst acting on the 
Yellow Fever Expedition of the Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine. 

The following isa literal translation of the articles :— 


January ts, 1001. 

Drs. Durham and Myers. —Lying at present in the hospital Domingos Freire ar. tho 
illustrious English doctors who came here in commission on behalf of the Livery.) 
School of Tropical Medicine to study yellow fever. Daily expoved to infection from the 
terrible disease, the day before yesterday after an autopsy at an early hour on a case of 
very acute form of yellow fever they began to feel the first symptoms, and withou: Joss of 
time entered the hospital, when they were confided to the intelligent care of Lr Pontes 
de Carvalho. who has surrounded them witb every attention. 

“ Yesterday, at 7.50 am., De. Paes de Carvaiho visited them, accompanied by Drs, 
Pontes de Carvalho and Franciseo Mirandi, and again at night, accompanicd by the same 
colleagues and also Dre. Numa Pinto and Almeida Pernambuco. 

“A clinical service was arranged, assisted by numerous colleagues of the i!) strions 
men of science, uncer the direction of their medical assistant. We sincerely hope for the 
recovery of the distinguished doctors, who, through their noble dedication to science, have 
been rendering us such great services, their investigations having already achieved entirely 
new reeults from which we may be permitted to look for promising advantages for our 
country and for humanity at large.”

nately. At the side of the grave the following doctors spuke: Paes de Carvalho, who 
showed by the sadness of his expression the deep grief which he felt, and Americy Campos, 
as representative of the Medico-Pharmaceutical Society of Para. _

The Chief Rabbi has received a communication from the Registrar-General 
informing him that the ‘lst of March next is Census night, and that the 
Schedules will be called for by the Enumerator on Monday, April Ist, when they 
should in all cases be properly filled up and handed over to such official. 

The Registrar-General asks Dr. Adler and the Ministers to afford, on this 
occasion, assistance similar to that rendered in former years, viz., to explain the 
purpose of the Census to the foreign Jews, being heads of families resident in 
a parts of the Metropolis, and to help them in correctly filling up the 
Schedules.

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A VISIT TO THE JEWISH INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL AT HAYES. 


beannouncement made by LorD Roriiscutp at last week's meeting of the 
Council of the United Synagogue, that the Certified Jewish Industrial School 
at Hayes would be opened in a few days, has already been verified. The boys 
removed from the Industrial School at Mayford have now been installed in their 
own home, an inspection of which is well worth the trouble of a journey from 
Paddington to Southall or Hayes stations, and the walk of a few miles to and from 
the Industrial School. However much the necessity for such an institution for 
Jewish boys is to be deplored, the Managers must certainly be congratulated on 
the model building which they have erected, and which reflects the utmost credit 
on the skill and ingenuity of their architect, Mr. Lewis Solomon. Viewed from 
the High Road, Hayes, the red-brick structure, with its frontage of 128 feet, 
bas a very pleasing appearance. While the building itself occupies over 
lu, square feet, the entire site is nearly thirteen acres in area. That

eing beyond the control of their parents, and the other nine for more serious 
offences. He would impress on the six boys the duty of doing all they could 
to bring credit on the School and to set a good example to the others. The 
nine must pull themselves together and remember that they were young, and 
had everything before them, and that they were Jews. The establishment of 
that School had given the promoters much trouble, and all that the Managers 
asked was that the inmates should endeavour to become a credit to their com- 
munity in after life.

‘‘ROUMANIA AS A PERSECUTING POWER.” 


| CONCLUDED. ! 

In matters of education the persecution of the Roumanian Jews has been no 
less scandalous, Like their brethren in other parts of the globe, they were 
keenly conscious of the value of education. Though but a quarter of a million 
amidst a population of nearly six millions the Jews in 1882-83 contributed 15 per 
cent, of the pupils in the primary schools of the towns, and in many parts of the 
country 30, 40, 50, 70, and even 75 per cent. of the school children were Jewish. 
But just about the same time the educational persecution began. 


School directors began to exclude Jewish children of their own initiative, and in 1884 
a regular mot d'ordre was pseeed round to them, that they were to pretend that there was 
no room in the school for Jews. Teachers were at the same time encouraged to insult 
and ill-treat Jewish children, and young R umanian jooligans were allowed with impunity 
to harry and assault them. In 1886 the Minister of [nstruc’ion himself took a hand in 
the game, and issued a circular obliging Jewish pupils to write exercises on the Sabbath» 
& practice which confiicts with Jewish prejadices, and which, as we kaow from our own 
experience in this country, is, from an edacational point of view, uncalled for and 
unnecessary. In Roomania the Jewish pupils none the leas excelled the Roumans, because 
they lost a day's instruction on Saturday. 

These petty acts of persecution were not enough to force Jews out of the public 
schools, so in February, 1887, it was decreed by the Government that Jews should only be 
admitted by echool directors after space had been found for all Roumanian children. If 
there was a real want of space the right remedy was obviously to extend the school 
premises; but what was wanted was a plausible pretext for «vcluding Jews. It succeeded, 
and in one school alone at Botorchani the 114 best pupils, all Jews, were promptly ejected, 
and the same process of exclusion began all over Roumania. To the Ministry of 1893 
belongs the honour of having consammated this hatefal and short-sighted policy, for 
under its instigation the Parliament passed a law by which Jewish children, as being 
aliens, were to be admitted only where the directors, after supplying all the repuirements 
of Roumans, could find space for them, and then only on payment of 15 francs by a first 
grade echolar and of “0 by one of higher grade. For Roumans the school was to remaio 
absolutely free, as before. The Jews alone were thus to be mulcted for attending schools, 
for the maintenance of which they, as tax-payers, already paid their due quota. A poor 
Jewish workmen with five or six children cannot possibly pay a fine of 100 or 150 franca 
for the privi'ege of sending them to school. 


The same policy was followed out in the Gymnasia and the Universities, in 
the latter of which medicine is the only course that a \Jew is allowed to pur- 
sue, and that only by a payment of a fine of 360 francsa year. It was the same 
again with the professional schools. 


From all the professional schools the Jews are similarly excluded, from the colleges 
of preceptore, from the naval schools, from the military ones, from all boarding schools. 
They have tried to re-open their own echools, which, at the invitation of the State, they 
closed in 1860; but here their endeavours are hampered in every possible way by the 
authorities, Probibitive fees are levied on pupils from such schools who present them- 
‘selves for State examinations on the mocking pretext that they have not come up from 
the public schools, At the same time, vexatious regulations forbid them inside their owa 
schools to teach anything on Sundays, because it is a Christian day of rest—this although 
in Roumapia, as in most Latin countries, Sunday is no/ a day of rest for the work-people, 
shopkeeperr, or keepers of places of entertainment. In short, Sunday rest ia Roumania 
is imposed on Jews alone, on Christians never. Another order of the Minister of Pablic 
Instruction of April, 1900, obliged the Jews to continue teaching inside their own ech sols 
on Saturdays the same as on other days. In February of that year (1900) a similarly 
vexatious order decrees that in their schools the Jews shall nt teach their religioa for 
more than one hour every other day, and shall not observe the Jewish habit of covering 
their heads at such times! 


Recently the Minister of Public Worship has authorised the re-opening of 
Jewish Schools on Sundays. Next the policy of repression was carried into the 
business sphere ; the Jews were driven from the tobacco trade, and from the 
retail trade in winesand spirits. Even the wretched Jewish pedlars were for- 
bidden to ply their precarious trafficking. No Jew was to be allowed to sell in 
the streets flour, fruit, charcoal, china, wearing apparel, sugar, soda water, cakes 
sugar plums, toys, or any other commodity of any sort. The hapless people 
petitioned the King, but no answer was returned, and 20,100 poor pedlars found 
themselves turned hungry and penniless on the streets. 

No Jews were allowed to attend fairs, In a vast number of cases Jews with 
shops were thrown into prison for merely delivering at their customers’ houses 
goods which the latter had ordered of them, In short, any Jew found carrying 
any commodity of any sort is at the mercy of a police more given to bullying and 
blackmailing than any in Europe. 

The policy of persecution was next extended to the profession of the Law 
from which Jews were excluded, a special Act being passed in March, 1889, to 
_ keep them away from the precincts of the Law Courts. Though forming two- 

thirds of the merchants that have dealings abroad, and in parts of Moldavia as 
much as ‘) per cent., they have no voice in the election of the members of the 
Chambers of Commerce. Though holding shares in joint stock companies they 
cannot be elected Directors. They are excluded, again, from any. even the 


humblest, posts in the National Bank, in fiaancial institutions connected with the 
State or in the sanitary service. 


Jewish physiciaas were still allowed to practice in the country villages, for a reason 
whicn the Zpoca, the anti-Semite organ, was careful to explain in ite issue for August 11th 
1899. This reason is that the Roumanien medic) is too superior a person to leave the 
capital at sny price; or, if he cannot remain there, at any rate to go lower than a big 
proviocial town. Even in the country village the position of a Jewish doctor is 
insecure, for it is stipulated ia his contract or licence to practice there that he mast go 
the moment a Roumaniaa doctor appears who would like his place. 

In 1879 the last pretence of humanity towards Jews vanished, and by Artic'e 83 of 
the new Sanitary Law then passed it was enacted that no alien shall be treated ia a 
hospital without prepayment of such a tariff as the local management of a hospital chooses 
to fix. In any case not more than 10 per cent. of the patients shall be aliens. There 
are always a sufficient number of genuinely foreiga patients ~—English, German or 
Austrian—to fill this proportion of beds in a hospital. The Jews, therefore, who are in 
in no sense aliens, are never admitted at all, and die unattended in the streets. Even 
midwifes mast b> Roumanians; and from maternity hospitals, not only from those 
supported out of rates and taxes, but from those established by charitable bequests for 
Jews as well as for Caristians, poor Jewesses are jealously excluded. The founder of 
the “ Preda” hospital at Csaiova expressly stipulated thal all sick persons, irrespective of 
religion and nationality, should be received into this institution. Nevertheless, Jews 
have been forbidden to enter it. In few hospitals a Jew may be admitted only if 


his malady presents such peculiar features of interest as that it is likely to «xtend the 
clinical instractioa of the students. The Romanul, a leading journal which never errs 
through tenderness to Jews, relates in its issue of May 9th, 1896, how a poor dying 
Jewish arti<an sought admission the day before at a large hospital, the “ Colentina,” jp 
Bucharest, founded expressly for the tick of all religions. There were plenty of beds 
vacant; nevertheless, the house physician, M. Albulescu, ejected the poor wretch int, 
the street, where he laid down and shortly died. “ This,” adds the jarnal, “is by no 


means an unique case, it recars every day in nearly every one of our hospitals.” 


The treatment of Jews in the rural communes has been a theme of consian: 
comment. Numbers of local centres owe their origin to the Jews, who, at the 
invitation of the princes and lords of the soil, and the Boyards of Moldavia, 
settled in the depopulated Principalities of Moldavia and Wallachia. By the 
Law of May 17th, 1887, it was decreed that aliens who wished to establish them. 
selves in a rural commune nofust obtain authorisation from the Communal! 
Council. By the simple expedient of turning the towns and villages in which 
Jews had been settled for generations into rural communes, expulsion of Jows 
from them became at once an easy legal possibility. As everyone knows the 
authorisation of the Communal Councils has been withheld ona wholesale «ile 
and thousands of Jews expelled from the little towns “built up by their own 
and their forefathers’ industry.” Ia spite of attempted palliatives applied from 
headquarters these barbarities are still in full swing. 

But perhaps the worst feature of the Roumanian persecutions has been the 
application of the Law of April 18th, 1881, to Jews. This Act was originally 
intended to be used against Nihilists who had fled into Roumania, and gave the 
Government power to expel themor pen them in certain assigned districts. [np 
the hands of the Roumanian authorities it has become a terrible weapon in the 
anti-Jewish campaign. 

If a Jewish workman refuses to work for an employer for wages which he thinks 
too low, he is at once threatened with expulsion as a creator of distuvbance. Christian 
artisans cannot be so treated. At Bacharest,in 1887, the police used this law to compe! 
the Jewieh tailors to submit to those ‘who were unjustly sweating them. In July, 
1893, the Jewish bakers were expelled from Galatz because they would not take the 
place of Christian oaes who had gone out on strike, At Braila, on February 4th, 1299, 
Jewish operatives were expelled for j,ining a workmen's union. This law of 1881, once 
conve’t-d into an engine of oppression, opens the way to countless blackmailers. Thus 
ia the Dobrudja, in 1896, a fanctionary extort:d large sums from Jews by threatening to 
have them expeiled, and such cases are very numerous. It is almost normal for back 

rupt Roumanian politicians to open large credits with Jewish bankers, whom they threaten 
with expulsion shoald they refuse or demand their money back. Similarly, a Jew who 
aivances money to partisans of one faction is menaced with expulsion by those of 
another. 


Such are a few of the facts as set forth by an impartial Gentile authority. 
Let civilisation judge, and those Powers which in their generosity of heart stipu- 
lated for the elementary rights of manhood being accorded to the Roumanian 
Jews in a solemn international instrument. 


The Colony of Bnei Jehoudah. 


The Chovevi Zion, and some others wh», though not members of that body, 
are interested in Palestinian colonisation, have issued an appeal for funds 
towards the development of the promising Colony known as Baei Jehoudah. 
The history of the Colony is a history of practical and prudent management, 
and the Chovevi Zion has earned the right to wide public support in the under- 
taking. 

The Colony is situated near Safed, close to the site of the ancient Gamala, 
on the eastern side of the Lake of Tiberias. The inauguration of the Colony 
goes back to 18x7, and it is important to note that the movement was initiated 
locally, with the assistance of the late Laurence Oliphant. Io February, 1s, 
the Chovevi Zion sent their agent, Mr. Goldman, to complete the demarcation 
of the land, and to make the teaure practically secure. For three-fifths of the 
land (about 5) acres) the colonists already possessed title deeds. The Chovevi 
Zion obtained powers which rendered the remaining 300 acres inalienab!e, and 
is now in a position to obtain the title-deeds for this portion also. No difliculty 
has been experienced locally in maintaining the absolute rights of the Colonists. 
Of the 800 acres, (00 were found fit for ploughing and sowing cereals, and “\") 
suitable for plantations and grazing. ~ 

About a year ago matters had been so far advanced that six of the colonists, 
with their families, were working on the land, three were occupied at Rosh 
Pinah, and seven were in Safed, anxiously waiting the opportunity to settle in 
the Colony of Bnei Jehoudah. TheChovevi Zion provided ten pe and other 
agricultural instruments, and a considerable supply of live stock, A large stable 
was erected and extensive purchases were made of seeds, straw and fodder. 
Accommodation for the colonists was of course provided; this was effected on 
a scale in which comfort and simplicity were combined. The expenditure 
entailed amounted to about £650. Another £250 was expended on installing 
four additional colonists and their families, and in providing them with neces- 
sary stock and implements. Thus the resources of the Chovevi Zion liave 
already been drawn upon to the extent of £900, which includes £40 remitted to 
London by the Chovevi Zion Society of Copenhagen. From the similar Society 
in Odessa a further £148 has been received. This year’s crops have been fairly 
satisfactory. 


It now remains to give the finishing touches to this undertaking: % 
settle the remaining *ix colonists, and to place the whole settlement ov a irm 
basis. A sum of £600 18 now required, and considering all the circumstances, 
it is apparent that the work has been begun and will be completed on principles 
of economy which might serve asa model forsimilar enterprises, The Uhovev! 
Zion claim that they have spent much less money in housing and- settling Jewish 
families than is usually expended on mere preliminary work. ‘hose who are 
best acquainted with the usual rates of Colonial expenditure will be the first 
to admit the justice of thisclaim. It is at all events unquestionable that the 
friends of Jewish Colonisation in the Holy Land have here a splendid oppor- 
tunity for displaying their practical sympathy, The offices of the Chovevi Zion 
are 11, Bevis Marks, London, E.C.

As usual, the Head Master, Mr. 8. J. Heilbron, provided an admirable 
aotertainment for the large audience that filled the Hall. The patriotic spirit 
¢ the day found recognition in a medley song, Mr. A. M. Friedlander being 
-esponsible for the music of the Poet Laureate’s “ To Arms,” and in Mrs. Henry 
Lucas stirring verses, The Jewish Soldier,” with Mr. A. M, Friedlander's appropri- 
se music. Hoth pieces were sung by the choir, a solo in the melody being rendered 
hy Master Harris in a manner that evoked loud applause, Psalm xxiii. (A. M.

But 
tbe best feature of the entertainment was the exercises in military drill by the 
elder boys. These were gone through so faultlessly as to make it difficult 
«) believe that the lads had only had a short course of instruction. 
Their instructor, Sergeant Cowan (late 2nd Gordon Highlanders), was deservedly 
ogratulated on a display that would have done credit to trained soldiers. Mr. 
s, J, Heilbron again proved himself an efficient conductor, and Miss. J. Cohen 
was an able accompanist. 


The Ci:\aiRMAN delivered a short address during the proceedings. After 
some eloquent remarks on the glorious reign of the late Queen, and humorous 
references to the change which had taken place in his own status since the Com- 
mittee had invited him to preside—from a Member of Parliament to being a 
defeated candidate—Mr. Mendl spoke on the Schoolsand their work. He said the 
annual report had shown that the progress of the Schools had been well 
maintained in an age of severe competition, and that the Government Inspector 
bad reported nothing but what was kind and meritorious about the work of 
the institution. For this result the credit was in the first instance due to the 
Head Master and the Head Mistress and the teaching staff generally, and in a 
second degree to the subscribers and kind friends who supported the Schools, and 
to those who contributed to the special branches of instruction. There was a 
special obligation on the Jewish community to see that its Schools were well 
and efficiently supported, and he was glad to know that in the opinion of those 
who were well qualified to judge, the community did fulfil that obligation in a 
manner creditable to it and worthy of the national object performed by such 
Schools—(Cheers). There was another branch of education which was of great 
importance. He remembered in his earlier youth that the man would have been 
a buldone, who, in the presence of instructors of the young, dared to advocate 
atteution being given to athletics, out-door exercises and field sports. That 
time had happily gone by, and it was now recognised that physical development 
was the necessary concomitant to intellect and mental vigour. This necessity 
had special application to Jews. An educational authority once told him that 
be never had much fear concerning the intellectual! qualities of the Jews ; if 
they required any incitement it was in the direction of physical and bodily 
development, involved in the motto mans sana in corpore sano, which he (Mr. 
Mend!), would not insult the smallest infant behind him by translating. Uae 
of the chief elements in the priceless heritage of the Victorian Era of Emanci- 
pation which the Jews enjoyed, was not only the opportunity to exercise their 
vil and political rights, but the oppertunity for furthering the physical 
branch of educational efficiency. Ino this respect great strides had been made 
in recent years, and if proof were wanted it could be found in the large number 
of Jews in the Militia and Volunteers, and among those who were taking part 
‘ the great struggle for the British Empire which for the past eighteen months 
nad been going on in South Africa—(Cheers). He was glad to see from the 
Report that thanks to the generosity of Sir Joho Aird, M.P., the Mayor of

S. Marks, who, assisted by his daughter, Miss Gertrude Marks, continues to 
impart valuable instruction in Drawing to the pupils of the School ; to Lady 
Magnus who continues her readings on “ The Jews since Bible Times ;” to Miss 
Josephine Magnus, who for five years has given lessons in Shorthand with 
excellent results; to Miss Aguilar, who gives instruction in Hebrew 
Grammar to the elder girls; to Miss Bergtheil, who superintends the distribution 
of Books from the School Library to Miss Constance Adler and Miss E. 
Wolff, who manage tlie School Savings Bank ; to Dr. Jaffé, the Hon. Medical 
Officer, and to Mr. Sydney. Jeffreys, F.C.A., for his kindness in auditing the 
School Accounts. The Committee appreciate greatly the arduous and zealous 
labours of the Head Master and Mistresses and the assistant Teachers. Twenty 
boys attend weekly the Class held at the School Board Centre in the Edgware 


Road, for instruction in Carpentry. The accounts show that the School owes 
£100 to the Treasurer. 


The Jewish Historical Society. 


— 


A meeting of the Jewish Hixtorical Society of England was held on Sunday 
evening at the St. James's Restaurant, Piccadilly; Mr. F. D. Mocatra, 
President, in the chair. 


After a few tntroductory remarks by the CHAIRMAN, 


Mr. B. Lionet read a Paper on “ The Goldsamid Papers on the 
Parliamentary Emancipation of the Jews in England.” |— We shall publish the 
full text of the Paper. | 


In the course of the interesting discussion which took place, 


Mr. B. Kiscu pointed out that the Goldsmid correspondence, to which the 
reader of the Paper had alluded, was conspicuous by its absence. The E maaci- 
pation of the Jews did not come about so much owing to the Jews gaining the 
favour of legislators or even the British public, as by reason of the gradual 
development of the principle of Religious Liberty which could not be said to 
be complete so long as the Jews were excluded from the right of sitting in 
Parliament, and which a generation later was extended even to Atheists by the 
admission of Mr. Bradlaugh to Parliament, 


Mr. Israei ARRAHAMS said that a selection from the Goldsmid corres- 
pondence would be published in the Transactions of the Society as an Appendix 
to Mr. Lionel Abrahams's Paper, to which it might be regarded as an Latroduc- 
tion. It was opportune that aclear exposition should be given of the steps by 
which the Jews of England had reached complete emancipation, for one of the 
foreign leaders of a certain Movement, which would rob them of the fruits of 
that emancipation, had made most outrageous statemenuts as to the manner in 
which Jewish emancipation bad been won in England. ‘Those absurd and 
unfounded insinuatious were only worthy of an anti-Semite. The Goldsmid 
correspondence would show beyond question or cavil that the Jews in Englaad 
had won their rights by honourable and strictly constitutional methods, and not 
by intrigue. The attempt to besmirch one of the fairest pages of Anglo-Jewish 
history deserved to be treated with the contempt of every fair-minded person. 
The lessons taught by the leaders of the movement for securing Jewish eman- 
cipation in England should not be lost on the Jews of the present day. 


After some remarks by Mr, Asien. Myers, Mr. Marruias Levy, and Mr, 
S. ALFRED ADLER, 


The CHAIRMAN said that one of the glories of English Jews was the 
manner in which they had asserted their right to, and had secured, full 
rights of English citizenship. They were not proud, merely as Jews, but as 
Englishmen, of having secured those rights of citizenship, abs with- 
holding of which was a slur, not upon Jews, but upon England. 
Therefore it was as Englishmen that they rejoiced that Jews had 
been enabled to take their full share in the administration of the government 
of this great Empire. There were three great periods or historical landmarks 
in Jewish Emancipation. The first was early in the 17th century in Holland, 
the second in the begianing of the 1‘)ch century in France, and the third in 
England in the middle of that century. Mr. Levy had asked how it was that 
Jews after belonging almost entirely to the Liberal Party had become Conserva- 
tive. Ofcourse at first outof gratitude Jews had voted with the Liberals, but they 

radually, especially those who had not participated in the emancipation struggle 
toro to assert their rights to freely exercise the franchise as Englishmen and 
not as Jews. Besides, at the present day political parties had become sume- 
what mixed up as compared with the sixties and seventies. He would be very 
sorry to see the Jews voting in a body for either one party or the other. Several 
Jewish Radicals were nearly related to him, and he rejoiced at it, though he did 
not share their political predilections. He objected to Jews being appealed to in 
purely political matters as Jews ; whereas they should be free to exercise their 
political rights as Englishmen only. 


In the course of a brief reply on points raised in the discussion, Mr, B, 
LIONEL ABRAHAMS said that it was still necessary, he believed, to warn the 
Jews of Eogland against the serious danger of being led to assume a dual 
allegiance. 


The Rev. S. Sincer then read a paper on “ The Earliest English Form of 
the Jewish Prayer for the King.” {The text of this paper is given on page 25). 

In the course of a brief discussion, the following was quoted from the 
Prayer for King George III. in the Service for the Consecration of the Great 
Synagogue in 1766 :— 

Crown with fl»u-ishirg Leaves of Olives 

His Maj~sty, King (3 o-ge the Third, Thy Beloved ; 

As also Her Majesty Queen Charlotte, with the young Rose Bads, their Offspring, ° 

Like unto Deborah tne Prophetess, in the Days of Thy Rulers. 


It was also mentioned that in 1836, the name of “H.R.H., the Princess 
Victoria,” was included in the Jewish Prayer for the Royal Family.

Tif announcement that Mr, Sam Lewis, the well-known Bass of the Great 

Synagogue Choir, had attained 

” —- his 80th year, came with some- 

: . thing of a surprise to one who 

4 ' bas known him for the past 

\ thirty years, and has never 

\ dreamed of associating old age 

with a man so wonderfully 

active. Mr. Lewis has kindly 

consented to be interviewed 

for the Jewish Chronicle, and 

I gladly give the details of our 

interesting chat, as Mr. Lewis 

is quite a unique personality, 

being absolutely the last 
survivor of his class. 


“ Now, Mr. Lewis,” said I, 
“as I have only known youa 
mere trifle of thirty years or 
so, perhaps you would not 
mind telling me something of 
your early days, and what led 
to your taking a position in 
the Great Synagogue which 
made me, as a boy, to believe 
you as much a part of the 
Great Shool as the Almemmar 
itself upon which you occupied 
so prominent a position.” 


“Well,” replied the veteran, 
“if I may be permitted to 
say so, I always had a good voice. At the age of nine my father died, 
and in order to support my mother I went out in the streets as a hawker 
of lemons. At the age of twelve I was admitted to the Jews Hospital, 
then situated at Mile End. There was a Shool attached to the institu- 
tion, and my first effort at singing was the assistance I used to render the 
Readers there by ‘chiming in’ with them, and, in a kind of way, helping them 
out. When I left the Jews’ Hospital I became a boot-maker, but I knew all 
the synagogue tunes, and liked nothing better than to be singing them.” 

“Did you ever learn music |” 


“Music! bless youno. Inever knew a note of music, and I never missed 
it. I relied solely on my ear. In those days there was no choir in the Great 
Shool. The Chazan used to sing to the accompaniment of a tenor (called the 
Singer) anda Bass. They stood at the side of the Reader, sometimes singing 
with him, at other times singing duets or solos. When I left the school, the 
Singer was our good old friend, Mombach, and the Bass was named Hanav. In 
1842, it was resolved to forma choir. I was chosen as the Bass, and remained 
for just forty-seven years. The formation of a choir did not, however, oust the 
Singer and Bass from their functions ; they still stood at the side of the Chazan, 
and helped him as before. (on Chanucah evening they went with him to the 
Ark steps ; on Purim night they helped him with the Megillah ; they were on 
duty Selichoth mornings, and on Yom _ Kippur they were at his side all day. 
When Mr. Hanau died | took his place at the side of old Chazan Ascher.” 

“ T suppose you have seen some exciting times at the Great Synagogue ’” 

“Oh yes, and I remember when your namesake, the Rev. Aaron Green was 
elected Second Reader. I can't say that he had a very grand voice but he hada 
golden ear, and was passionately fond of Chazonus. . When he was a candidate 
Mombach compose a special 133°2’" for him. Mr. Green had many rehearsals 
with Mombach and myself. In after years, 1 sang with him orce more at the 
opening of the East London Synagogue, at which he conducted the service. It 
was asomewhat trying occasion for bim, as he had not sung such difficult music 
for many years. He was especially shy of the AYN {M37 and he said to me 
before the service, ‘ Lewis, you'll help me through, I know, and I did. When 
Mr. Keizer came to the Great Synagogue, we, Mombach and I, used to render 
him a great deal of assistance in the Shachris. Mombach was wonderfully apt 
at sustaining a Chazan, and giving him a little rest just when he wanted it, 
keeping him in tune all the time. In fact he was a tower of strength to anyone 
pa aservice, and it is not too much to say that he really watched 
over bim.,” 

“You remember,” continued Mr, Lewis, ‘how Mombach taught the choir. 
Very few of us knew any music whatever. Why, when they talk to me now-a- 
days about choirmasters and their work, it makes.me smile to think what these 
men, whose choirs all read music fluently, would have done with Mombach’'s 
material, He used to teach each part separately all by ear, and then take them 
all together. His own ear was so wonderful that he could tell in a second which 
chorister was singing a shade sharp or flat. He would stop the singer imme- 
diately, and the number would proceed without any hindrance. He was wonder- 
fully patient with the boys. He never cared how fe he worked, and we never 
cared how long we worked for him at rehearsals, No; there never will be 
another Mombach. He was a father to the choir, amiable, meek, never ruffled, 
and always paying the men out of his own pocket to eke out their earnings, and 
encouraging the boys by continual gifts. His only fault was that he was so 
generous and careless that he did not provide for his own future, but in the 
long future I am sure he is provided for.” 

_ I quite agree with Mr. Lewis, Mombach was a wonderful map, with aZsoul 
even sweeter than his own music, 

“ Did the Great Shool choir produce any Chazonim?” I asked. 

_ “T can't remember any except Mr, Haines, and there is yourself among the 
ministers. Mr. Angelo Asher, of the Tivoli, sang in our choir and was very 
gifted as a musician when quite a boy. There was also Mr. Simeon Isaacs, who 
has attained some oi aren as a teacher of singing. He had a lovely soprano 
voice, which wag much noticed when he was in the choir. There was also—but 
long before your time—David Miranda, who became famous in opera. 
had a beautiful soprano voice for which solos were especially written.” 

_ Mr. Lewis would not own that the Great Synagogue choir had ever come to 
grief, but [ called his attention to one memorable Chanucah night in 1872, when 
we had as pretty a fiasco as ever has been witnessed within the four walls of the 
Great Synagogue, The whole choir accompanied the Reader down to the ste 
of the Ark, and the whole choir failed with a thoroughness which provided the 
only harmony of that night, It was my own first appearance in the choir.

Some Notes on the White Jews of Cochin. 


BY A WANDERING JEW. 

A certain thread of interest binds China, Africa, and India on 9). unt of 
the singular communities of Jews that have withstood, despite ay: being 
engulfed in the vast abyss of heathenism. The Falashas in Africa, the Chinese 
Jews in Kai-feng-fu, and the Bene Israels in India may or may not be of the 
lost Ten Tribes, but one colony of Jews that deserves more than a dipping into 
their history is the one of White Jews of Cochin, and especially so after the 
prominent notice in the “* Notes of the Week ” taken of them in thie iss::e of +). 
Jewish Chronicle of Ath January. 

As their designation implies the White Jews of Cochin are of a white 
complexion, the women especially being remarkably fair. They have kept 
very exclusive and have not intermarried with the natives. Owing to their 
long stay in the country, however, they have adopted the native dialect called 
Malayalum, one of the Dravidian languages akin to Tamil, and many other 
habits of the natives of the country ; as, indeed, Jews have done al! over the 
world. The men dress like any other Asiatic Jews with the exception of the 
“Juba” (a flowing robe worn by Arabs), which is worn on grand ©: casions 
alone. But the women, strange to say, bave adopted the native costume, which 
consists of a ‘choli,” or bodice, and of a broad and fancy-coloured cloth. which 
is wound round the body and extends from the waist to the ankles. 

The present community numbers about two hundred souls, who live in 
some twenty-five houses, and it is significant of their former influence that al! 
these houses stand on land which pays no tax, a privilege that no other 
people in Cochin enjoy. These White Jews are very hospitable and sociable, and 
have no prejudice against men and women freely mixing together The 
women are noted for their beauty, and have a reputation for being virtuous 
and god-fearing. ‘the community, unfortunately, is very poor, and though in 
the address to the Viceroy the community described itself in general! terms as 
a trading community it is strictly a community of small landed proprietors. 
Their lands, which a rough estimate places at 800 acres, are mostly cocoa-nut 
plantations. At present there are only three persons engaged in commerce. 
One of them holds the opium contract of Cochin, another the liquor contract 
of one of the small states of Travancore, and the third is a shopkeeper and 
merchant, well-known on the Malabar Coast. These poor people desire very 
much to trade, and some indeed have attempted a step to |asiness, but owing 
to want of sufficient capital and experience, they have unfortunately, so far 
met with failure. 

The whole community may be regarded! as one family, for nearly al! its 
members are, more or less, related by marriage. It has another characteristic 
of the ancient family. The oldest man in the community, no matter what his 
condition in life, is regarded with the deepest veneration as the Elder or Nass), 
and his decisions are accepted without demur. 

The White Jews have been and are very conservative, and are now feéling 
the want of education. Owing to lack of funds, however, their e!!orts to 
improve their condition in that respect are seriously hampered. Let us hope 
however, that this ancient though small colony of our coreligionists may meet 
with success and attain toa position ranking equally in status with the other 
enlightened communities of India.

Simon the Just went to meet the 
eonqucror. and endeavoured to divert him trom his purpose, urging, among other 
reasori*, the following: “ This is the place where we pray to God for the welfare 
of yourself and of your kingdom, that it may not be destroyed ; shall these men 
then persuade you to destroy this place That it was the practice, when Jews 
assembled for worship, to pray also for the safety and welfare of the Ruler and 


State 1s proved by a whole host of witnesses. such as Ezra, the authors of the 
book of Barach, of the First Maccabees, Philo,. Josephus and others. The 
famous «,hortation of Jeremiah, “Seek the peace of the city, whither I have 
sused vou to be carried captive and pray for it unto the Lord, for in the peace 
thereof stall ye bave peace,” was at all times and in all places at once the sanc- 
tiog and the stimulus for such prayers. I doubt not it was eflective also among 
the Jews of England in pre-expulsion times. It is true that in 
the AngloJewish Liturgy of that age, as preserved in the Prayer 
Book of R. Jacob, of London, and published by the late Dr. D. Kaufmann in 


* the Juarterly Review (Vol. 1V., there is no set form given of a Prayer 


for the King: batat is bardly conceivable that the Jews. who were eager to 
sow their loyalty at the coronation of Richard I, by the presentation of costly 
otts. for which they got little thanks and much mauling, would have neglected 
one of their chief religious duties withia the Synagogue itself. When Abudar- 
bam produced bis work on the Jewish Liturgy (lith Century) th- particular 
place in the Service where the Prayer for the Kiug was to be introduced was 
already fixed. ‘“ After the Reading of the Law has been completed,” lie says, 
it is the custom to ask for a blessing on the King, and to pray to God to 
help and strengthen him against hisenemies.” lie quotes Jeremiah, 
and explains that to ‘pray for the peacs of the city” is “to pray that (iod 
may enable the King to’ vanquish his enemies.’ Then follow Talmudic 
authorities in support of the custom of praying for the powers that be. 

After the expulsion the only Jewish prayers regarding the Kitogs of l-ngland 
were probably to the effect that Heaven might open their eyes to the folly of 
keepioy out such desirable citizens and subjects as the Jews. We know how 
long it took before that wish was realised. 

The earliest recorded instance of Prayer being publicly offered up on 
vehalf of the Royal House of England occurred under sufficiently remarkable 
ercamstances, During the troubles of Charles I. with the Parliament, his 
‘Jaxeen Henrietta Maria repaired to the Continent to quicken interest in her 
busDaud s cause, and to induce sympathy to take, if possible, a practical form. 
While on this errand she spent some time in Holland, and visited the 
Amsterdam Synagogue, and there, after a Prayer for the ralers of the 
Netherlands, she heard her own R »yal House prayed for. 
A few years later in 1651, the St, John Embassy, despatched in the interests of 
the Commonwealth, also paid a visit to the Synagogue, and there, as Manasseh 
den Israel states in his Vindicive Juadw>ram (p. 5), “ our nation entertained him 
with musick, and all expressions of joy and gladnesse, and also pronounced a 
viessing not only upon his honour, then present, but upon the whole Common- 
wealth of Lagland, for that they were a people in league and amity.” 
batalready before the date of the St. Jona Emnassy there occurs in a book 
printed in London the earliest refer-nce in the English language to the Prayer 
for the Sovereiga, This isin Edmund Chilmead's English Translation of Leon 
Modena's “ The History of the Rites, Customs and Manner of Life of the 
Present Jews throughout the World” (London, 1650). After describing the 
Haphtorah, which, it is said, “is read by some child, for the most part, to 
*Xercise him im readiug the scriptures,’ the author continues (page 115):

This was the Prayer which P-pys heard, in Hebrew of course, in the syna- 
gogue, probably in Creechurch Lane, on the occasion of his visit, described in a 
passage in his diary (October 13th, 1563), when he formed a very unfavourable 
opinion of synagogue decorum, “And in the end they had a prayer for the 
King, in which they pronounced his name in Portugall; but the prayer, like 
the rest, in Hebrew.” 

But in addition to this translation of the traditional form, still preserved in 
the main by Jews of both the Sephardic and Ashkenazic rite, Manasseh has left 
another and a very touching prayer for the Protector, with which he 
ends his Vindicie Judeorum. We can almost picture him to ourselves, sitting 
in his study in the Strand, not many hundred yards from the o?-€ where we 
are gathered this evening, and as he nears the completion of his noble Vindication 
on the 10th of April, 1656, writing the last lines in the form of this fervent 
prayer -— 

Now, © most high (:od, to Thee I make my prayer, even to Thee, the (:od of our 
fathers. Thou who hast been pleased to stile Thyself the Keeper of Israel ; Thou who 
hast graciously prowwwed by Thy holy prophet Jeremiah (cap 51), that Thon wilt not 
cast off all the seed of Ierael, for al! the evil that they have done; Thou who by so many 
stupendous miracles didst bring Thy people out of Egypt, the land of bondage, ani 
didst lead them into the Holy Land, graciously cause Thy holy inflaence to desc id into 
t e mind of the Prince (who for no private interest, but only out of commiseration for 
our affliction, hath inclined himself to protect and shelt-r us, for which extraordinary 
humanity, neither | myself nor my nation, can ever expect to be able to render him 
answera>ie, and enfficient thanks), ani also into the minds of his most illustrious aud 
prudent Cvuncil, that they may determine that, which according to Thine i. finite wisdom 
may be best and mo-t expedient for us. For mea (OQ Lord) see that which is present, 
but Toouia Thy omnieciencie, seest that which is afarre off. 

The first English prayer for an Eoglish King appears in a somewhat curious 
connection. Jacob Jehudah Leon (Templo) ('), born in the lth century, was a 
man of versatile talents, He was a scholar and theologian, as: well as an artist 
and designer. He had made a special study of the Tabernacle and Temple, and 
had constructed a model on an ample scale of Solomon's Temple with all its 
furniture and utensils, accordiog to the details given of the sacred edifice in the 
Bible andthe Talmud, A short description, explaining the subject, was pub- 
lished by him in pamphlet form. Templos work (the cognomen Templo 
explains itself) made a considerable sensation at the time, and not in Holland 
only, where the Government gave him a guarantee against piracy, hut wherever 
interest was taken in Biblical antiquarian studies. Sometime before 1645 the 
model was submitted to Henrietta Maria, the wife of Charles I., and seems to 
have elicited her warm admiration—she probably saw it during her visit to 
the Continent to which I have already referred. Many years later, in 1765, after 
the restoration, Templo bethought him of submitting his model to her son, 
Charles Il., and drew up a description in English, and furnished it with a 
* Dedication to His Sacred Majesty" in the eulogistic style of the period. 

The pamphlet, entitled “ A Relation of the most memorable things in the 
Talernacle of Moses and the Temple of Salomon,’ by Jacob Jehudah Leon, 
‘Hebr. author of the “Model of Salomon’s Temple,’ bears the Royal Arms 
and initials, and was printed at Amsterdam by Peter Messchaert, in the Stoof- 
Steech, 1765. On the back of the title-page, and before the Dedication, may be 
read :-— 

A PRAYER 
FOR THE PROSPERITIE OF HIS ROYAL MAJESTIE 


He that sends deliverance to Kings, and giv th Domini»: to Princes, whose Kingdom 
and Domiuvion is everlasting: He that deliver 4d David his servant from the Perillons 
sword, and he who made a way throngs th: I, ‘d Sea, and Pathes through the River 
Jordan: He bimaeif bess, preserve assiat, mix great, and more and more Exalt our 
Gracious Lord CHARLE 4 the II. Kiang and P tector of Englasd, Scotland, France 
and Ireland. The Kiog of Kiogs by his Merciful Benevolence preserve, vivifie, and 
deliver him from all trouble and danger. Troe King of Kings inerease and highnten the 
star of his Constellation, to prolong his dayes over his glorious Kingdome. The King of 
Kings put it into his heart, and into the hearts of his Nobles and Princes to use bentgae 
Clemencie towards Us, and to the Israel of God, our brethren under his Dominion. 
Amen. 


One notices here the curious variant, “ He who made a way through the 
Red Sea and Pathes throuzh the River Jordan.” Perhaps an intentional 
departure from the usual text, which ts taken verbatim, from Isaiah's (43, 1») 
“Who maketh a way in the sea and a path through mighty waters.” Still 
more remarkable is the omission of the sentence with which the prayer ends 
in the usual readings: ‘Ia his days and in ours may Juiah bea saved aad 
Israel dwell securely ; and may the Redeemer coma unto Zion,” vc. Manasseh 
ben Israel, it will be seen, includes this psasage in his reproduction of the 
prayer, with the one alteration of “let the Rsdeemer cone to Israel,’ in place 
of Zion.” Way does L20a Templo omit it altogether! 

I suggest that the theologico-political attitude of Jewish apologists had 
undergone a change with the substitution of a Moaarchy for the Common- 
wealth. 

It had, of course, been part of Manasseh's policy to conciliate the religious 
element in Eagland, which was keea on the interpretation of prophecy, giving 
it a close literal application to contemporary events. The stirring incidents 
of the Commonwealth, and the deeds aad character of its chief hero had roused 
extraordinary hopes in large masses of the people. The millennium was not far off, 
only the date needed fixing ; Fifth Monarchy men were getting ready for a greater 
metamorpliosis than had ever yet been witnessed. The age vag of the Messiah 
might almost be heard by those who listened inteatly for them. Manasseh, 
in tact, in his Addresses to the Lord High Protector, mentioned among 
his motives for coming to Eagland: “ Because the opinion of many Christians 
and mine does concur herein, that we both believe that the restoring time of. 
our Nation into their native couatry is very near at hand.’ (() The only thing 
needed was that certain other prophecies should be fulfilled first, for according 
to Daniel xii, 7, the dispersion of the Holy people must be complete, and 
then their ingathering would also be made complete. Now this dispersion was 
already very great. The Jews were settled in nearly all countries, even 
America was shown in Manasseh’s Hope of Israel to have been pe pled by the 
lost Ten Tribes. All that was now required was that they should be admitted 
into “this considerable and mighty Island.” This only remained to be done 
“before the Messiah come and restore our Nation, that first we must have our 
seat here likewise,” 


But arguments of this sort if effective in the age of Cromwell, would be 
likely to defeat their object in the era of the Restoration. Charles II. was 
not a man to be in a hurry for the Messiah. Nothing would have disconcerted 
him more than his advent. Templo, moreover, probably did not consider the 
occasion an appropriate one for introducing a special element of Jewish 
dogmatics, and so stopped short of the wish, “In his days and in ours may Judah 
be saved, and the Redeemer come unto Zion.” 


It would be unfair to bring it’as a charge against the Jews that, after having 
prayed for the Protector and the Commonwealth, they prayes for the King and 
the Monarchy. Obviously no other course was open to them in the development 
of events in a country they dared not yet calltheir own, They asked for room 
to live, and opportunity to take their part in the national life, and they could 
not but give their blessing to whoever made it possible for them to realise these 
not igaoble hopes. But they had nothing in common with those in high places 
and in low who were in such hot and shameless haste to turn their backs upon 
themselves. ‘Those were the days of a Waller who, when complaint was made 
that the poet's congratalation to the King was inferior to the panegyric he had 
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written upon the Protector, turned the position with, “ Poets, Sire, succeed 
better in fiction than intruth.” Similarly a Dryden could compose such stanzas 
as these after the death of Cromwell : 
“ No borrowed bays his temples did adorn, 
But to our crown fresh jewels did he bring ; 
Nor was his virtue poisoned, soon as born, 
With the too early thoughts of being king. 


And yet dominion was not bis design ; 
We owe that blessing not to him but heaven, 
Whicn to fair acts unsought rewards did join, 
Rewards that lesa to bim than us were given.” 


Within eighteen months the author indites his “Astrwa Redux, a 


Poem on the ry | Restoration and Return of His Sacred Majesty, Charles 
the Second,” and tells us 


For his long absence Church and State did groan ; 
Madness the pulpit. faction seized the throne, 
Experienced age in deep despair was lost 

To see the rebel thrive, the loyal crost. 


And then addressing the restored King :— 


The discontented now are only they 
W hose crimes before did your jast cause betray. 


Nothing like this could be laid at the doors of the nascent Jewish com- 
munity, just beginning to breathe the free air of England. Even if they had 
not—and we know well that they had—reason to be thankful both to the 
Protector and to.the King, it must not be forgotten that the Synagogue is not 
a political organisation ; that, like the Church, 1t has to recognise accomplished 
facts, and, enjoying the protection of the law,is bound in honour as well as in 
duty to pray for the highest representatives of the law.

NORTH LONDON JEWISH LITERARY AND SOCIAL UNION, 


On the evening of the 14th inst. a paper on “The Assembly of Jewish 
Deputies and the Parisian Sanhedrin’’ was read before the members of the 
above Society by Mr. Armin Josaphat. Mr. J. Romain occupied the Chair. 


In the course of his lecture Mr. Josiiiiat remarked that Napoleon's atten- 
tion was tiret turned towards the Jews on passing through Strasburg on his 
return from Austerlitz. He was met by a deputation of Christian citizens, who 
appealed to him for assistance against their Jewish fellow-Strasburgers. The 
qn stion of his Jewish subjects was thus brought before him, and at first he 
tound himself prejudiced against the race. The counsel of others however pre- 
vailed, and he was finally induced to look upon the Israelites of France with 
great favour. . He determined to call together a Congress of Jews: and the 
Assembly of Jewish Deputies. the members of which were to be chosen by the 
Prefects from among the Rabbis, the iand-owners, and other Jews was convened 
by the decree of the 30th of May, 1X6. The Jewish Parliament was opened on 
the 24th of July of that year. The keenest interest was manifested both in 
France and abroad in that assembly. The official gazette published reports of 
its deliberations. In other parts of the Continent the papers devoted a portion 
of their columns to a discussion of Jewish affairs, The majority of the repre- 
sentatives were of the Ashkenazi branch of Jewry, but the Sephardi minority 
took a leading part in the deliberations. The first day of meeting happened to 
be a Saturday, and the Minister of the Interior suggested that it should be 
adjourned, In their desire to show their loyalty however the Deputies decided 
to meet on the date originally appointed. A military guard was appointed to 
attend the assembly, and at the close of each meeting the soldiers 
presented arms and formed a double column through which the 
members filed, Those Deputies who had no carriages . of their 
own rode in vehicles supplied by the Emperor. Twelve questions 
were submitted to the Congress, of which the first section related to 
the marriage laws, the second to the Jewish conception of their duties to their non- 
Jewish fellow-subjects, the third touched upon the position and rights of Rabbis, 
and the fourth on the relationship of the Jews. Decisions were arrived at that 
satisfied the Government—among them was one that prohibited bigamy, and 
after the conclusion of their labours a solemn service was held in the synagogue, 
in which a bust of the Emperor had been placed, and orations were delivered 
by the leaders of the Assembly. The Great Sanhedrin was then convened so 
that the results of the labours of the Assembly should receive the fullest 
approval of the religious heads of the community. ‘The proclamation inviting 
the whole Jewish world to send representatives to the gathering was issued in 
Hebrew, French, (‘erman, and Italian. The only congregations of importance 
outside l'rance that were represented were, on account of the political disturb- 
ances, Frankfurt and Amsterdam—the former sent Rabbi B. Adler, an uncle of 
the present Chief Rabbi. The decisions of the Assembly were agreed to, the only 
difficulty being over the one relating to inter-marriage with non-Jews, and they 
still possess the force of law in France.

Initiation Society. 


A Special General Meeting of the Subscribers to the Initiation Society was 
held last Tuesday at the Beth Hamedrash, St. James's Place, Aldgate; Mr. 
Louis 8S. Monracv, President, in the Chair. 


The meeting was convened to consider the following notice of motion by 
Sir Samuel Montagu :— 


That the following laws shall be included in the laws of the Society :— 


1. At the Annual Meeting the Members shall appoint a Medical Officer, whose services 
shall be at all times at the disposal of the Society. 

2. It is indispensable that the Medical Officer be an experienced Mohel and a regis- 
tered Surgeon. 

8. The Medical Officer shall gratuitously instruct all candidates for the office of Mohel 
in accordance with Law 42. 

4 The Medical Officer must be present at every Bris Milab, and shall himeelf 
perform every Bris Milah in connection with this Society should none of the Registered 
Mohelim be able to render their services. His services shall at all times be at the dispo:al 
of all the Mohelim whenever required. 


Sir SamvueL Monraau proposed his motion, which was seconded by Dr. 


Mavcrice CLirrorp and cordially supported by the Cuier Raper, After some 
discussion the motion was adopted.

MEMORIAL SERVICES IN JERUSALEM. 
FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, 
JERUSALEM, LITH FesRvaAry, 


It was not before the 6th of February in the morning that the news of the 
death of Baron Willy von Rothschild of Frankfort reached Jerusalem. A few 
hours later black-framed placards announced the sad event to the Jewis/, popula. 
tion, and invited the two communities to assemble in both the Great Synagogues 
of Sephardim and Ashkenazim in the afternoon of the same day. The shops 
in the Jewish quarter inside the city were closed, and both synagovues were 
filled with worshippers. | 

In the Sephardim Great Synagogue, Chacham Baschi Eljashar opened the 
service with an impressive address, whereupon Chacham Burla, the Head of 
the Beth Din, delivered a Hesped in Ladino. 

In the Great Synagogue of the Ashkenazim, Chief Rabbi'Salant delivered 
a very touching introductory address, and Rabbi Saul Hurvitz, formerly Chief 
Rabbi of Dubrovno, pronounced a Hesped, basing his discourse on verses |; and 7 
of Ezekiel, chapter xxi. 

The services were of an impressive character. Extremely touching was the 
sight when quoting the words from Lamentations, “ The elders of the daughter 
of Zion sit upon the ground and keep silence,” the speakers invited the congre. 
gations to sit on the floor whilst the prayer of O°DM NPD ON was recited, Up 
the following day in nearly every Synagogue of both communities Hespedim 
were held. 

After Sir Moses Montefiore the late Baron was the most popular benefactor 
of Jerusalem, Not only nearly all the religious and philanthropic institutions 
of this city, but also thousands of individuals, especially Talmid’ Cha: hamim 
and widows were periodical recipients of pecuniary assistance from the late 
Baron Willy von Rothschild. The Rothschild almshouses built on Zion are 
among the finest buildings inside the city and his generous donation for the pur. 
pose of building a sanitary bath for the Jewish population will equally prove of 
permanent benefit, provided that the carrying out of the object be putin the 
hands of a proper committee. 


Jewish Landlords in Galicia.

_ The Gazeta Norodowe, organ of the Governor, which has for some con’ 
siderable time prominently propagated anti-Semitism, contains several! articles 
under the heading of * The Great Landowners.” The tendency of the article 
is to show that the Jews are taking a more important position among the great 
landlords, and are constantly obtaining possession of more and more land. 
Several years ago a statistical article was published by Professor Pilat of the 
Lemberg University, the conclusions of which were utilised by Count Tarnowsk! 
at a Catholic gathering to show that land in Poland is largely falling into 
foreign hands, 

The author of the article in the semi-official paper shows that out of 12> 
landlords in Galicia, 328 are Jews, so that among every five of such landlords, 
there is one Jew. In many localities, such as the Tarnobrzeg, the Jews form 4 
majority among the landlords. In comparison with the year 18/7 when there were 
only 143 Jewish landlords, during the last twenty years 185 have been added. 
If this were to go on, the author of the article writes, in another twenty years 
the Jews would own a third, in thirty yearsa half and io forty years two thirds 
of all the land in Galicia. The entire article is only one of the means employed 
in Galicia to cultivate the Judenhetze. Measures have been adopted to injure 
smail traders among the Jews and pablic opiaion is being aroused against the 
landowners. But it is characteristic that these same Jewish landowners, against 
whom the agitation is being carried on, were won over at the elections of the 
Reichsrath by the Governor and his organs and that they were valuable instra. 
ments in the interests of the official candidates by voting for the magnates. 
These Jewish landowners are now receiving their reward; there is inten 
nothing like the gratitude of the Polish magnates. Whether these Jews W! 
learn the lesson remains to be seen !

or some inexplicable reason the Registers of Births are very much neglected 
in Russian-Jewish communities, in consequence of which thousands of Jews, 
ynable to produce when necessary their certificates of birth, are being deprived 
of many of their civil rights, Avcase in point was that of the brothers Stillmann, 
who, having no certificates proving their birth, applied unsuccessfully to the 
Courts of Justice at Kieff praying to be recognised as legitimately born. They 
aybs+ juently appealed to the Governing Senate, which has given its all-important 
jecision that the legality of birth may be proved, not only by written documents, 
but by means of witnesses evidence whether during the life of the parents or 
after their death, This decision will put an end to some of the many sufferings 
which Jews have to go through in Russia. 


From the Kherson Government sad news reaches the Voskhod concerning 
want and famine. Ia the middle of Dacember there were already at Valegot- 
selovo about forty starving Jewish families. At Kantokoosovka ninety-five 
Jewish families had to be relieved, and, according to the local Rabbi, the Jews 
have absolutely no earnings, and are literally starving. In the townlet Vradievka 
the population are undergoing great suffering. The populations of Varvarovka and 
Yanovka, in the Odessa District, have, owing to the two consecutive failures of 
the crops, become very poor, in consequence of which their present want is even 
greater than last year. Sad news is also coming from the neighbourhood of the 
city of Kherson, from which the Government takes its name. Here not only 
the Jewish agriculturists, but even small traders and handicraftamen residing in 
the agricultural colonies are in great want. Appeals for help also come from 
the districts of Elisavetgrad and Tiraspol. :

Genrich Aleksandrovich Schapiro, Honorary Professor of the Clinical 
[astitute of the Grand Dachess Elena Paulovna, died at St. Petersburg on the 
Yad inst. The deceased Professor was a prominent physician and an indefatiga- 
able searcher in the domain of scientific questions in medicine. Thanks to his 
rare industry and talents, and notwithstanding many obstacles which a Jew has 
usually to encounter, he occupied a high position in the medical world in the capital 
of Russia, a position adequate to his scholarship and his talent of a diagnoser 
and highly educated physician. Professor Schapiro was born on the Ist of 
July, 1852, at Grodno, receiving his first education at the local grammar school, 
whence he entered the Military-Medical Academy at St. Petersburg. After- 
wards, as a doctor, he took part in the Russo-Turkish war of 1878-0. n return- 
ing to Russia, he was appointed Professor-in-Ordinary at the clinic of Pcofessor 
Eichwald, and to thisinstitution, which formsa aursary for higher medical science. 
ne dedicated his further scientific activity in the quality of investigator and 
teacher, In 1885, Professor Schapiro was elected Assistant-Professor of the 
Academy, and 1n the same year invited into Eichwald’s Clinic as Assistant 
Teacher of diagnostics. In 189%) the deceased was appointed Senior Assistant 
of the Clinical Institute and Honorary Professor. The numerous scientific 
works of the Professor concern themselves chiefly with the physiology of the 
blood. the diseases of the liver, the wasting of the urine, and malignant tumours. 
The deceased Professor was ailing for some time. It was feared that his 
excessive work would undermine his strength. causing affection of the brain, 
after which the loss of the eyesight was bound to follow. He knew that his 
condition was grave, But recently the state of his health had seemingly 
improved, and it was hoped that he would soon resume his unwillingly 
interrupted and beloved work. The more unexpected and sad was his loss to 
all his friends. | 


The Governor ‘of Kieff, according to the Aierlianin, has called the 
attention of the Commissioner of Police of Berditchelf, one of the largest and 
poorest Jewish towns in Russia, to the fact that the Candle Tax is being slowly 
collected there. and inviting him to take steps to foster the collection. This 
Tax, as is kaowan, is used by the Government for the maintenance of Jewish 
(rovernment Schools.

The deceased, who was of a literary disposition, and an able translator 
from French into Russian, took a great interest in local educational affairs 
and benevolent matters. Last year, when famine broke out in Bessarabia and 
in the Odessa district amongst the Jews, Mrs. Sussmann was a member of the 
local Committee for the relief of the starving Jews. The idea occurred to her 
toinform a friend residing in London of the appalling misfortune that befell 
our starving coreligionists in Southern Russia, and it was thus that the Jewish 

‘hrowcle was first informed by that £-1end of the famine io Bessarabia, with 
the result that considerable sums of money collected in EKagland were 
forwarded to both Odessa and St. Petersburg in aid of the sufferers. The local 
professional school for girls, conducted by Mrs. Sigal, an institution in which 
Mrs. Sussmann took particular interest, is about to commemorate the deceased 
by some good work,

OF KOSHER FOOD 
INSTITUTIONS, 

A public meeting was held on Sunday morning last at the Manchester 
Jews’ School, Derby Street, Cheetham, for the purpose of considering whether 
steps should be taken with a view to supplying Jewish pitients at local medical 
institutions with kosher food. The meeting was convened by a number of 
gentlemen who, while recognising the importance of supplying patients with 
food cooked in accordance with Jewish law and custom, are hardly in favour of 
the establishment of a separate Jewish hospital in the city. The Chair was 
occupied by Mr. G. C. MaNpLenerc. J.P., and amongst those present were the 
Rev. Dr. B. Salomon. Alderman I. Frankenberg, J.P, and Messrs. I. Brash, a. 
Bauer. F. Q. Henriques, N. Laski, A. Marks, H. L. Rothband and F. Shiers. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the objects of the gathering would probably 
receive the hearty support of the Jewish inhabitants of Manchester and the 
district. They had met that day to consider the concession granted by thie 
Infirmary authorities of taking into that institution kosher food for Jewish 
inmates. If possible they would put that concession into practical operation. 
The negotiations to that end had been proceeding for the past two years through 
various mediums. Though it was greatly due to the exertions of the Rev. Dr. 
B. Salomon and Mr. A. J. 8. Bles that this privilege had been obtained, thanks 
were also due to the Board of Management of the Infirmary, and a resolution 
to that effect would be placed before the meeting. Proceeding, Mr. Mandleberg 
said that if they wished to take advantage of this concession it would be advis- 
able to form a Committee to discuss ways and means relating thereto. A room 
in the centre of the city would be engaged, together with a qualified cook, and 
daily calls would be made at every medical institution for the purpose of 
receiving medical orders as to food required. The experiment was to be tried 
for one year at a calculated cost of about £250. By means of an arrangement 
known as the “ Thermaphor” the food would be kept hot for several hours 
whilst in transit to and fro. He wished to emphasise the fact that he and those 
who acted with him were not working in opposition to the Jewish Hospital, 
which was being promoted by a large section of the Jewish population. In the 
letter which had been received from Dr. Dreyfus, that gentleman bad said that 
the Kitchen would serve a most useful purpose, seeing that many months would 
elapse before the projected Hospital would be ready to receive patients. If the 
Hospital did come into existence there would be no need to goon with the 
present scheme. All would however agree that Jewish patients should be sup- 
plied with kosher food if at all possible—(Applause.) He had pleasure in 
moving the following resolution : 


That in th» opinion of this meeting it is desirable that a Kitchen should be estab- 


tablished for the parpose of providing kosher food for the Jewish inmates of the 
Manchester and Salford Hospitals. 


Mr. L. FRANKENS!EILN seconded the resolution. 


The Rev. Dr. SAi.omon said that the object of the scheme was not antagonis. 
tic tothe Hospital scheme proposed. They were only gathered together to find out 
the best means of setting up a Kitchen to provide the desideratum of kosher food 
for the patients atthe Sonal Hospitals and the Convalescent Home at Cheadle, 
He would add that the nurses at the Infirmary had often shown great willing- 
ness and readiness to comply with the request of Jewish patients. The Kitchen 
would have to be in close proximity to the Infirmary. An interpreter for 
Yiddish-speaking patients would also be necessary. He had lately received a 
letter from the Secretary of the Infimarv asking for a date when they could 


discuss the question in allits bearings. He had pleasure in supporting the reso- 
lution.—( Hear. hear.) 


The CHAIRMAN, inviting «gestions, said, in reply to Mr. B. :Kostoris, that 
the experiment was to be tried for one year. 


Mr. M. H, VALUNTINE suggested that in order to prevent unnecessary multi- 


plication of cliarities the proposed Kitchen should be merged with the existing 
Jewish Soup Kitchen. 


The CHAIRMAN said that this suggestion would receive:due attention, and 
the foregoing resolution was then unanimously passed, 


(ia the motion of Mr. E. Baver, seconded by Mr. Akruur Marks. the 
following motion was also agreed to - 


That a Committee be formed (with power to add) to carry out the objects of the 
pr: vious resolution, consisting of the following gentlem +n: Dr. Salomon, Messrs.
